1483A  1885.  NGC  graded  Proof  67  Ultra  Cameo.  Rich  bright-gold  luster  refines  the  beauty  of  the  periphery  and  surface  areas  of  the  obverse  and 
reverse,  obscuring  nothing  but  instead  it  serves  to  augment  the  ultra  frosted  lettering  and  devices.  This  coin  retains  incredibly  impressive  eye 
appeal,  as  the  grade  might  lead  one  to  suspect,  with  surfaces  that  are  superb  in  every  way.  For  identification  purposes  only,  there  is  a  tiny 
imperfection  above  Liberty's  eyelid.  In  the  field  below  the  8th  star  there  is  a  faint  diagonal  line  that  can  be  used  as  a  reference  point  as  well, 
both  of  these  so  minor  as  to  be  inconsequential. 

The  Philadelphia  Mint's  famous  orange-peel  fields  are  evident  on  this  1885  Proof.  The  fields  have  a  mildly  rippled  effect,  much  like  the 
orange-peel  Proof  gold  often  seen  from  the  1860s  to  early  1900s  Proof  gold  coins.  At  one  angle,  the  mirrors  appear  perfectly  reflective  to  the 
naked  eye,  but  when  a  loop  is  used  to  study  the  finer  details,  the  fields  break  up  into  myriad  facets  that  have  an  appearance  akin  to  the  texture 
of  an  orange!  This  minting  feature  is  said  to  be  an  artifact  of  the  die-making  process,  and  is  found  on  most  Proof  gold  coinage  of  the  19th  cen¬ 
tury  and  early  20th.  In  conjunction  with  the  frosted  devices  the  reflective  fields  produce  the  extreme  Ultra  Cameo  effect  seen  on  this  lovely 
specimen;  the  contrast,  which  is  always  quite  strong  on  the  first  few  coins  struck  from  new  dies,  is  rarely  seen  as  intense  as  this.  I  roofs  are  the 
creme  de  la  creme  of  American  numismatics.  The  reported  mintage  was  a  paltry  66  pieces,  some  of  which  were  either  mishandled  or  actually 
circulated  to  a  degree  which  removed  most  evidence  of  their  Proof  origin.  The  number  of  survivors  is  around  is  but  a  small  fraction  ot  the 
original  number  sold  to  collectors.  For  the  serious  gold  collector,  this  rare  opportunity  may  not  be  repeated  anytime  soon.  1  op  3;  none  finer, 
Possibly  the  same  coin  was  graded  more  than  once  (a  common  occurrence)  and  so  has  inflated  the  census;  otherwise  tied  for  finest 
graded.

1535A  1865.  NGC  graded  Proof  67  Ultra  Cameo.  Well  struck.  A  blazing  golden  coin.  Only  25  Proofs  struck.  Be  sure  to  arrive  a  few  minutes  early  if 
you  intend  to  view  this  gorgeous  prize  at  Lot  Viewing;  spend  five  or  10  minutes  studying  the  fields  and  razor-sharp  cameos  under  magnifica¬ 
tion.

The  Type  1  design  was  minted  from  1839  through  1866  with  a  revised  Liberty  head  and  the  reverse  lacking  the 
motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST.  So  few  Prcxifs  remain  from  the  period,  though,  that  the  median  quality  tends  to  average  low.  For  anyone  attempt¬ 
ing  to  acquire  an  outstanding  gold  Type  collection,  we  direct  your  attention  to  this  coin.

Historic  note:  Unlike  the  Type  2  Double  Eagle  which,  in  the  Eagle,  was  also  modified  in  1866  by  the  addition  of  the  motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST 
above  the  eagle,  no  further  modifications  were  made  on  this  denomination,  both  sides  remained  the  same,  both  Liberty  and  the  eagle,  along 
with  the  stars  and  legends.

the  Auctioneer  can  decline  to  accept  bids  from 
the  a  Floor  Bidder  who  is  known  to  have  not, 
in  fact,  examined  the  lot  prior  to  the  sale. 

4  All  material  shall  be  sold  in  sepa¬ 
rate  lots  to  the  highest  Bidder  as  determined 
by  Auctioneer.

I  was  a  child  of  the  depression  and 
can  remember  the  hoboes  walking  through  the  alley  behind 
our  house  checking  for  signs  that  this  was  a  house  where  a  man 
could  get  a  sandwich  if  he  performed  some  small  task  for  the  lady  in 
charge.  And  my  mother  was  a  soft  touch  for  the  unfortunates.

I  didn’t  collect  anything  in  those  early  days  except  for  Lincoln  Cents  from  circulation,  and  that  collection  never 
really  amounted  to  much.  Stamps  were  nice  and  I  accumulated  a  few  of  those  as  well,  mostly  due  to  the 
attractive  array  of  colors. 


After  graduating  from  “Golf  U”  (the  University  of  Miami),  I  managed  to  spend  four  and  a  half  years  in  the  US 
Navy,  and  for  the  last  year  and  a  half  I  was  the  supply  officer  on  an  ice  breaker.  After  two  trips  to  the  Arctic 
and  one  to  the  Antarctic,  I  returned  to  civilian  life. 


My  interest  in  coins  really  got  going  with  the  demise  of  silver  coinage  in  the  mid-60’s.  I  felt  the  silver  pieces 
would  be  disappearing  so  the  latent  collector  in  my  bones  resulted  in  me  becoming  a  collector  of  Franklin  Half 
Dollars.  At  this  time  I  was  living  in  Louisville,  Kentucky,  and  there  were  at  least  six  coin  shops  in  the  area  with 
plenty  of  inventory  to  search. 

Louisville  in  the  1960’s  was  a  good  place  for  the  average  coin  collector.  I  had  early  silver  dollars,  a  nice 
Seated  Liberty  type  set,  foreign  coins,  the  Franklins,  Washington  quarters,  and  Morgan  silver  dollars.  The 
latter  were  a  real  mistake,  but  we  live  and  learn. 

My  first  copper  dealer  was  John  Ashby  of  Ashby’s  Best  Coppers  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana.  He  encouraged  me 
to  join  the  Early  American  Coppers  Club  (EAC)  and  I  did  so  in  1978  becoming  member  #702. 

Over  the  years  I  have  been  privileged  to  serve  as  a  Convention  Chairman  for  the  EAC  annual  meeting  on  two 
occasions,  Regional  Chairman,  Vice  President,  and  President  of  EAC.  It  has  been  an  honor  to  be  of  service 
to  the  finest  numismatic  organization  in  our  fair  land. 

My  sale  of  Middle  Date  Large  Cents  (1816-1839)  nine  years  ago  allowed  me  to  concentrate  on  the  Early 
Dates  (1793-1814)  and  most  importantly  the  Liberty  Caps  of  1793-1796.  I  feel  these  are  the  essence  of 
Large  Cent  collecting.  Collecting  these  cents  has  been  a  real  joy  and  a  fantastic  experience. 

My  thanks  to  all  who  have  accompanied  me  on  my  journey  in  the  world  of  coin  collecting.

The  Dr.  Hessefaesser  Coffection 


Dr.  Robert  D.  Hesselgesser,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of 
Southern  California  and  New  York  Medical  College,  began 
his  numismatic  interest  by  collecting  U.S.  coins  at  the 
tender  age  of  10.  His  first  dalliance  was  accumulating 
Buffalo  Nickels  and  Mercury  Dimes  by  rummaging 
through  his  father’s  change.  After  graduating  high 
school,  his  brief  numismatic  career  was  put  on  hold,  as 
he  became  a  specialist  in  radiation  oncology. 

Then,  in  the  early  1970’s,  after  starting  a  private  practice, 
Dr.  Hesselgesser’s  interest  in  coin  collecting  resurfaced  and 
he  began  seriously  pursuing  Morgan  dollars  and  U.S.  gold 
coins.  After  completing  his  silver  dollars  as  well  as  a  general 
U.S.  gold  type  set,  his  interests  switched  to  World  coins  -  and  more 
specifically,  to  Russian  coinage,  an  impressive  collection  of  which  he  sold  in 
June  of  2005  at  record-breaking  prices. 


Dr.  Hesselgesser  has  since  then  become  newly  interested  in  Latin  American 
Coinage  and  Bust  Dollars.  In  this  sale,  he  offers  the  duplicate  Bust  Dollars 
from  his  growing  collection. 

The  Bfijthe  Coffection 

Al  Blythe  was  a  lifelong  coin  collector.  He  became  fascinated 
with  California  Gold  after  meeting  many  of  the  California 
Gold  Rush  and  gold  coin  collectors.  He  subsequently 
put  together  a  collection  of  one  hundred  rare,  high-quality 
pieces.  Blythe  operated  out  of  Gardnerville,  Nevada,  and  was 
a  familiar  presence  at  all  western  coins  shows.

Quite  unusual.  When  a  blank  is  struck  into  a  coin,  the  usual 
procedure  is  for  the  hammer  die  to  strike  down  forcing  the 
blank  against  the  reverse  (lower)  die  and  the  collar.  The  upper 
die  then  pulls  back  up,  the  lower  die  moves  up,  pushing  the 
struck  coin  out  of  the  collar,  permitting  ejection  to  occur.  This  is 
what  happens  when  all  goes  well. 

There  is  an  unusual  sequence  which  happens  when  the  system 
malfunctions:  when  the  hammer  die  moves  back  up  after  a 
strike,  the  struck  coin  sticks  to  the  upper  die.  The  coin  adhered 
to  the  upper  die  is  known  as  a  die  cap,  or  simply  a  cap. 

With  repeated  strikes  in  that  press,  while  the  cap  is  stuck  to  that 
upper  die,  the  design  on  the  bottom  of  the  cap  will  get  weaker 
and  flatter.  The  coin  takes  on  the  familiar  cup-shape  of  a  capped

The  word  "brockage"  seems  to  invoke  all  kinds  of  mystery  and 
exotic  ideas  in  the  minds  of  error  collectors.  The  heart  of  the 
subject  is  the  fact  that  more  than  one  coin  is  involved  in  the  cre¬ 
ation  of  a  brockage  error.  One  of  the  coins  involved  will  always 
be  one  which  has  been  struck  in  a  coinage  press  and  which  has 
failed  to  be  ejected  properly.  That  struck  coin  will  find  its  way 
back  between  the  dies,  or  adhered  to  the  upper  (hammer)  die, 
and  in  a  later  strike,  become  involved  with  another  blank  or 
struck  coin,  in  this  case  an  erroneous  bronze  planchet  meant  for 
a  Lincoln  cent!  The  result  will  be  that  the  first  (struck)  coin  will 
be  forced  into  the  next  blank  which  was  fed  into  the  collar,  and 
the  images  of  that  (first)  struck  coin  will  be  impressed  into  that 
blank.

Scot’s  design  features  a  head  of  Liberty  facing  to  the  right  with  distinctive  flowing  hair.  Fifteen  stars,  arranged  8x7,  surround  the  head  with 
the  date  below  and  the  word  LIBERTY  above.  On  the  reverse,  an  eagle  stands  amid  an  olive  branch  with  the  legend  UNITED  STATES  OF 
AMERICA  around  it.  There  is  no  indication  of  this  coin's  value  on  either  side,  nor  would  there  be  until  the  Capped  Bust  design  was  adopted 
in  1829. 

All  of  the  7,756  Flowing  Hair  half  dimes  dated  1794  were  actually  struck  in  March  of  1795.  The  1794  half  dime  is  a  scarce  coin  in  any  grade.  In 
Mint  condition  it  is  very  rare,  though  a  group  of  a  dozen  or  so  extremely  choice  uncirculated  pieces  exist  from  a  hoard  found  and  dispersed 
around  1880. 

A  fully  struck  example  with  a  deep  overlay  of  wonderful  iridescent  toning  as  described  above.  Lustrous.  Pleasing  to  the  eye.  Close  examina¬ 
tion  reveals  some  radical  die  breakage  across  the  obverse  (diagnostic  for  this  obverse)  accompanied  by  extensive  reverse  breaks  as  well.  Des¬

Historic  note:  Despite  generations  of  inaccurate  cataloging,  the  order  of  types  in  1797 
is  chronologically  15  stars,  then  16,  finally  13.  From  the  Breen  encyclopedia:  "This  is 
only  logical;  the  15-star  dies  were  left  over  from  fall  1795,  with  final  digit  omitted,  as 
was  then  common  practice.  The  16-star  die,  like  its  counterparts  in  all  other  silver  and 
gold  denominations,  was  made  in  1796  alluding  to  Tennessee's  admission  to  the  Union 
as  the  sixteenth  state  (June  1),  but  if  any  presentation  strikings  were  made  of  the  half 
dismes,  they  have  not  shown  up.  And  the  permanent  shift  to  13  stars  followed  Mint 
Director  Elias  Boudinot's  realizing  that  the  Mint  could  not  go  on  indefinitely  adding 
new  stars  as  new  states  entered  the  Union."

A  scarce  coin  from  a  low  mintage  of  only  350,000  pieces,  the  1842-0  is 
seldom  offered  in  any  Uncirculated  grade.  In  fact,  the  current  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins  mistakenly  gives  it  a  relatively  low  list  price 
for  a  date  that  is  virtually  unobtainable  in  Mint  condition.  This  Condition  Census  heart-throb  is  fresh  and  satiny  with  frost  throughout  the 
fields.  The  color  is  radiant  on  both  sides,  but  the  outward  appearance  is  essentially  one  of  iridescence  almost  impossible  to  describe  in  mere 
words.  In  borrowing  a  phrase  from  President  Theodore  Roosevelt  as  he  stood  on  a  ridge  crest  surveying  Cripple  Creek,  Colorado,  its  beautv 
"bankrupts  the  vocabulary."  Not  even  a  single  toning  spot  in  found  on  this  exemplary  coin,  and  the  surfaces  are  free  of  abrasions.  Identifiable 
by  a  thin  mint-made  die  line  through  two  berries  on  the  reverse,  touching  the  upper  right  serif  of  H  and  crossing  into  the  A  of  H  ALF.  Impres¬

The  Act  of  February  21, 1853,  reduced  the  weight  of  the  denom¬ 
inations  from  the  half  dime  to  the  half  dollar,  thus  making  new 
issues  unattractive  to  melters.  To  signify  the  change  the  new 
coins  had  arrows  added  to  the  date  (and  for  the  quarter  and  half 
dollar,  rays  on  the  reverse).  The  rays  were  discontinued  after 
1853,  and  the  arrows  after  1855.  The  Liberty  Seated  dollar  was 
not  affected  by  the  legislation,  since  nearly  all  pieces  had  been 
made  for  export  purposes.

dime  bristling  with  delicate  mint  bloom  and  without  marks  or  spotting.  The  toning  is  nicely  balanced  and  definitely  "old  time."  The  centers 
exhibit  lighter  silver  gray  hues.  The  color  deepens  to  more  saturated  gray  blue  around  the  margin.  This  is  an  otherwise  strongly  struck  exam¬ 
ple,  with  nice  detail  to  all  the  important  obverse  high  points  except  the  curls  at  the  center,  with  the  reverse  being  typically  more  softly  struck 
on  much  of  the  eagle  (although  its  wings  show  much  detail).

Historical  note:  Thomas  Jefferson  had  called  for  striking  a  ten-cent  coin  as  far  back  as  1783  as  part  of  his  proposed  decimal  system  for  the  Con¬ 
federation.  He  was  joined  in  his  advocacy  by  Benjamin  Franklin,  Alexander  Hamilton  and  the  man  who  would  become  the  first  mint  director, 
eminent  scientist  David  Rittenhouse.  The  decimal  system  was  gradually  gaining  acceptance  for  use  with  calculations,  but  it  had  not  yet  been 
used  for  any  nation's  monetary  structure.  These  early  pioneers  in  monetary  matters  believed  that  not  only  was  decimal  coinage  an  efficient, 
workable  method  for  commerce,  but  it  also  symbolized  a  break  from  the  Old  World.

Historic  note:  The  Coinage  Act  of  1873  changed  the  United 
States  policy  with  respect  to  silver.  Before  the  Act,  the 
United  States  had  backed  its  currency  with  both  gold  and 
silver,  and  it  minted  both  types  of  coins.  The  Act  moved  the 
United  States  to  the  gold  standard,  which  meant  it  would 
no  longer  buy  silver  or  mint  silver  coins  from  the  public  on 
demand  (that  is,  "free  coinage"),  but  instead  only  from 
approved  (think,  politically  connected)  Western  mine  own¬ 
ers. 

Yet  for  all  of  the  later  rhetoric  by  advocates  of  free  silver 
coinage  (primarily  in  1876-1877),  the  1873  Coinage  Act 
actually  favored  silver  coinage.  It  did  abolish  the  silver  dol¬ 
lar  (which  was  not  in  circulation  anyway),  the  three-cent 
silver  (trime),  and  the  half  dime,  but  the  latter  two  were  of 
little  importance  considering  the  new  five-cent  pieces  of 
copper-nickel. 

As  in  the  case  of  the  1853-5  "With  Arrows"  silver  coins, 
arrows  were  added  to  the  obverses  of  the  1873  and  1874  sil¬ 
ver  quarter  dollars  to  facilitate  the  sorting  of  the  old  weight 
coins  (those  struck  prior  to  the  April  1873  Mint  Act)  from 
the  new  weight  coins.  This  was  mostly  a  matter  of  expedi¬ 
ence  at  the  Mint  and  Treasury.  According  to  Bowers,  "after 
April  1,  no  more  of  the  old  weight  coins  could  be  released, 
as  they  were  now  of  illegal  weight  under  the  new  measure. 
The  arrows  enabled  Mint  and  Treasury  personnel  to 
readily  distinguish  the  new  coins,  which  were  to  be 
shipped  out  immediately,  from  the  old  coins,  which  were 
to  be  held  back,  eventually  to  be  melted."

While  their  roles  in  the  economy  may  have  been  different,  the  1794  silver  dollar  and  half  dollar  -  and,  for  that  matter,  the  first  half  dime  -- 
were  identical  in  design.  Congress  had  specified  that  the  silver  coins  should  carry  a  design  "emblematic  of  Liberty,"  and  Chief  Engraver  Rob¬ 
ert  Scot  had  implemented  this  mandate  with  a  right-facing  portrait  of  a  youthful  female  figure  whose  hair  flowed  freely  behind  her-hence  the 
descriptive  term  "Flowing  Hair."  It's  said  the  flowing  hair  was  meant  to  signify  freedom.  LIBERTY  appears  above  the  portrait,  with  the  date 
below  and  fifteen  stars  along  the  sides,  denoting  the  number  of  states  in  the  Union  at  that  time. 

Apparently,  most  Flowing  Hair  half  dollars  went  right  into  commercial  use.  While  occasionally  available  in  worn  condition,  they  are  virtually 
unobtainable  in  choicer  grades.  Coins  of  this  type  can  be  challenging  to  grade,  due  to  irregularities  in  their  quality  of  strike.  It  is  not  unusual 
for  Flowing  Hair  half  dollars  to  wear  quite  unevenly.  Points  to  check  for  wear  are  the  hair  above  and  beside  Liberty's  forehead  and  the  center 
of  the  eagle's  breast.

This  is  the  most  obtainable  variety  from  this  scarce  year,  and  is  a  real  prize  as  such.  It  is  also  a  later  die  state,  with  a  die  break  from  the  rim  to 
the  wreath  between  UNITED  and  STATES.  The  subvariety  O-lOl(a),  to  which  this  piece  belongs,  is  most  easily  distinguished  by  an  additional 
die  crack  (as  struck)  on  the  reverse,  with  this  die  break  extending  from  the  rim  through  the  F  in  OF,  then  turning  upward  at  a  sharp  angle  to 
just  miss  the  outer  berry,  ending  at  the  last  S  in  STATES. 

Flowing  Hair  half  dollars  of  1794-95  are  slightly  larger  and  heavier  than  their  modern  counterparts.  Their  authorized  fineness  is  marginally 
lower,  but  their  actual  fineness  is  virtually  the  same-and  thereby  hangs  a  tale.  Congress  had  specified  an  unusual  alloy  of  1485/1664  silver 
and  179/1664  copper,  for  a  fineness  of  .8924+.  But  Assayer  Cox  complained  that  this  was  unworkable,  and  he  made  the  bizarre  claim  that  sil¬ 
ver  coins  would  blacken  in  ordinary  use  unless  they  were  at  least  .900  fine.  He  induced  Director  Rittenhouse  to  let  him  use  the  higher  stan¬ 
dard,  even  though  Congress  hadn't  sanctioned  it  —  meaning  the  Mint  was  breaking  the  law  of  the  land.

1796. 15  stars.  PCGS  graded  EF-40  Overton-101..  A  key  type  coin.  Well  struck  on  a  smooth  problem-free  planchet.  The  surfaces  are  a  uniform 
lilac-grey  with  lighter  highlights  around  the  protected  areas  and  some  more  developed  russet  brown  shades  on  the  reverse.  We  note  a  minor 
die  crack  from  the  drapery  of  the  bust  thru  the  denticles  as  typically  found.  A  beautifully  balanced  example  of  this  elusive  year. 

The  coin  is  well  centered  and  carefully  made,  only  affected  by  a  very  few  light  adjustment  marks  through  one  cloud  on  the  reverse.  The  stars 
are  mostly  flat  although  some  show  residual  evidence  of  their  earlier  radial  lines.  As  noted  there  is  a  die  break  that  extends  from  the  rim 
below  the  bust,  through  the  drapery  and  connecting  a  couple  of  the  stars  on  the  right.  In  sum,  the  eye  appeal  is  extraordinary. 

Collectors  reading  their  Red  Book  for  the  first  time  discover  that  the  Small  Eagle  reverse.  Draped  Bust  half  dollar  was  minted  only  in  1796  and 
1797.  In  these  two  years  a  minuscule  mintage  reached  circulation:  only  3,918  pieces  were  struck  of  the  entire  type.  We  would  estimate  that 
there  are  fewer  than  200  specimens  of  the  entire  type  available  for  collecting.  We  would  further  make  the  prediction  that  only  80  examples  of 
the  1796  exist  in  all  grades,  with  about  half  being  the  15  Stars  variety.  Any  type  collector  can  strive  to  own  a  Small  Eagle  specimen,  but  for 
those  who  make  the  decision  to  own  a  specimen  this  choice,  we  would  say  that  everyone  will  ever  look  upon  this  attractive  EF40  coin  with 
approval  once  acquired.

Historic  note:  The  portrait  of  Liberty  is  after  a  drawing  by  Gilbert  Stuart,  modeled  by  Mrs.  William  Bingham  (nee  Ann  Willing),  Philadelphia 
socialite  reputed  to  be  one  of  the  most  beautiful  women  of  her  day,  according  to  the  author  of  the  Breen  encyclopedia:  "John  Eckstein  is  cred¬ 
ited  with  the  eagle;  the  palm  branches  were  originally  a  compliment  to  Mint  Director  DeSaussure's  South  Carolina  homeland,  but  by  the  time 
these  half  dollars  were  made,  the  device  was  an  anachronism,  as  DeSaussure  had  long  since  resigned.

MS66  in  a  Texas  collection.  The  finest  example  we  have  ever  handled  in  50  years.  The  gorgeous  Mint  State  coin  offered  in  this  sale  is  part  of 
the  illustrious,  and  very  rare  draped  bust,  small  eagle  series  of  early  half  dollar.  This  Type  consists  of  only  two  dates,  1796  and  1797,  each  of 
which  is  represented  by  two  die  varieties.  The  1796  issue  with  15  obverse  stars  is  Overton  101,  that  with  16  stars  is  categorized  as  Overton  102. 
The  16  stars  coin  was  said  to  be  made  after  the  admission  of  Tennessee  to  the  Union  on  June  1,  1796.  Tennessee  became  the  16th  state,  hence, 
16  stars. 

Curiously,  all  1796  and  1797  half  dollars  are  thought  to  have  been  minted  in  1797  as  part  of  three  deliveries.  Mint  records  show  that  the  first 
delivery  was  made  on  February  28,  1797  (60  coins),  the  second  delivery  on  March  21  (874  coins),  and  the  final  one  on  May  26  (2,984  coins). 
Breen  (Complete  Encyclopedia  of  U.S.  and  Colonial  Coins),  makes  the  assumption  that  the  February  delivery  contained  those  with  15  stars; 
while  the  coins  minted  in  March  included  some  1796  with  15  stars  and  others  with  16  stars  (Later  production  in  May  consisted  mostly  of  1797- 
dated  pieces  but  may  have  included  the  last  of  the  1796's  with  16  stars.) 

Fewer  than  4,000  small  eagle  half  dollars  were  struck  in  1796  and  1797  combined.  Of  these,  no  more  than  5%  exist  in  collectors'hands  or  in 
museum  collection,  the  vast  majority  of  which  show  extensive  wear,  often  with  retooling  or  plug-filled  holes.  This  piece  compares  favorabh 
with  the  very  best  survivors,  and  it  is  not  far  removed  from  the  finest  1796  half  dollar,  the  MS-66  graded  by  PCGS  that  now  resides  in  a  well 
known  collection  that  may  never  be  sold.  A  shimmering,  pewter-gray  to  steel  toned  coin  radiating  mint  prooflike  glow  on  gorgeous  almost 
medallic-gem  quality  silver  surfaces.

The  importance  of  New  Orleans  as  a  commercial  center  was  reinforced  when  the  United  States  Federal  Government  established  a  branch  of 
the  United  States  Mint  there  in  1838,  along  with  two  other  Southern  branch  mints  at  Charlotte,  North  Carolina  and  Dahlonega,  Georgia.  Such 
action  was  deemed  necessary  largely  because  in  1836  President  Andrew  Jackson  had  issued  an  executive  order  called  a  specie  circular  which 
demanded  that  all  land  transactions  in  the  United  States  be  conducted  in  cash,  thus  increasing  the  need  for  minted  money.  In  contrast  to  the 
other  two  Southern  branch  mints,  which  only  minted  gold  coinage,  the  New  Orleans  Mint  produced  both  gold  and  silver  coinage,  which  per¬ 
haps  marked  it  as  the  most  important  branch  mint  in  the  country. 

The  mint  produced  coins  from  1838  until  1861,  when  Confederate  forces  occupied  the  building  and  used  it  briefly  as  their  own  coinage  facility 
until  it  was  recaptured  by  Union  forces  the  following  year.

Important  1794  Flowing  Hair  Dollar 


1035  1794.  BB-1,  B-l..  PCGS  graded  EF-40.  Well  struck  for  this  famous  issue  with  plenty  of  hair  detail  and  a  nice  full  date.  Lightly  toned.  An  excel¬ 

lent  example  of  this  rare  date  that  boasts  light  antique  silver-gray  color  and  defect-free  surfaces.  The  obligatory  adjustment  marks  are  ran¬ 
domly  located  about  the  upper  and  upper  left  reverse  margin  and  are  generally  unobtrusive,  with  the  heaviest  over  STA  of  STATES;  none 
through  the  eagle  or  wreath,  which  is  very  positive.  The  surfaces  show  minor  circulation  hairlines,  and  both  sides  have  a  remarkable  freedom 
from  surface  marks  and  certainly  no  rim  bruises.  For  a  1794  dollar  in  EF40,  this  one  is  well  struck,  with  all  the  stars  visible,  a  complete  date, 
and  all  of  the  reverse  lettering  is  present,  but  weak  due  to  the  strike  and  the  adjustment  marks.  Liberty's  hair  retains  good" separation  on  all 
but  the  uppermost  wave  over  her  ear,  which  shows  the  expected  wear.  Other  identifying  features  are  a  small  nick  below  the  4  in  date.  Very 
few  graded  at  this  level  to  date  (see  below). 

The  1794  dollars  were  coined  on  October  15,  1794  from  silver  bullion  deposited  by  David  Rittenhouse,  and  all  were  coined  on  this  date  and 
delivered  to  David  Rittenhouse  (according  to  Breen  and  Collins  in  their  1794  silver  dollar  research).  Thus,  all  1794  silver  dollars  can  trace  their 
pedigree  to  David  Rittenhouse,  who  passed  them  out  to  friends,  many  of  whom  kept  them,  others  were  spent  and  circulated 

The  1794  silver  dollar  is  an  American  classic.  It  is  the  first  year  of  issue  of  the  national  monetary  Unit,  and  was  struck  in  extremely  limited 
quantities,  with  the  total  known  population  causing  it  to  be  a  very  expensive  proposition  for  all  but  the  wealthiest  coin  collectors.  Population

The  Philadelphia  Mint  did  not  have  a  coining  press  brawny  enough  to  strike  dollar-size  coins  in  1794,  the  largest  one  being  used  for  large 
cents  and  half  dollars.  Therefore,  this  half  dollar  press  was  employed  to  strike  the  first  American  silver  dollars.  Compromises  had  to  be  made. 
It  was  soon  revealed  that  the  press  could  not  fully  strike  the  design  on  the  left  side  of  the  coin  (the  dies  being  slightly  misaligned).  Although 
the  left  hand  stars  and  upper  portion  of  the  left  side  reverse  letters  are  normally  weakly  impressed,  they  are  completely  visible  to  the  naked 
eye. 


Few  coins  command  such  reverence  in  the  numismatic  community  as  a  1794  Flowing  hair  silver  dollar,  a  classic  in  any  grade.  Only  1,738 
pieces  were  coined  in  the  autumn  of  1794,  each  delivered  to  David  Rittenhouse  personally,  as  it  was  he  who  put  up  the  bullion  to  create  the 
entire  mintage  of  our  first  U.S.  dollar  coins.  Of  the  original  mintage,  only  125  to  150  pieces  are  believed  to  survive  in  all  grades,  mostly  worn 
or  showing  various  damage.  Adjustment  marks  are  evident  on  nearly  all.  Two  authors.  Jack  Collins  and  Martin  Logies,  have  devoted  book- 
length  studies  of  this  one  issue,  and  each  and  every  specimen  brought  to  auction  finds  an  active  following. 


This  example  shows  central  sharpness  for  the  issue,  with  a  clear  date,  definition  in  the  hair  and  profile,  and  even  wear  on  the  highpoints.  As 
usual,  the  left  side  of  both  obverse  and  reverse  are  more  softly  impressed  than  elsewhere,  but  star  1  (and  the  other  stars  in  the  region)  are 
completely  visible  as  is  the  top  half  of  the  1  in  the  date.  Due  to  extensive  adjustment  around  the  obverse  rim,  UNITED  STAI  I  S  is  legible 
though  softly  defined  at  the  tops  of  the  letters.  The  color  is  a  light  gray  with  dark  gray  areas  above  UNITED.  Some  vague  vestiges  of  long  ago 
cleaning  are  noted,  no  obvious  scratches  or  rim  problems  and  only  light  scattered  marks  (I’CGS  #  6851)

note  some  normal  weakness  about  the  left  side  stars  and  corresponding  portions  on  the  reverse.  A  nice  even  light  lilac-grey  tone  further 
enhances  its  appearance.  Always  in  great  demand  as  our  regular  First  Silver  Dollar. 

Historic  note:  The  dies  for  the  1794  dollar  are  almost  certainly  the  work  of  Robert  Scot,  a  medalist  and  die  sinker.  On  November  23,  1793,  Sec¬ 
retary  of  State  Thomas  Jefferson,  who  was  in  charge  of  the  affairs  of  the  Mint,  wrote  to  Robert  Scot  and  sent  him  a  commission  to  be  engraver 
at  the  Mint.  To  Scot  fell  the  task  of  cutting  the  dies  for  coinage,  including  the  1794  Flowing  Hair  dollar.  In  November  1794,  John  Smith  Gard¬ 
ner  was  hired  as  his  assistant,  but  by  this  time  the  initial  delivery  of  silver  dollars  had  been  accomplished.  Probably,  Gardner  worked  on  some 
of  the  1795  and  later  dies. 

To  prevent  filing  and  clipping  by  the  public  to  reduce  a  minted  coin’s  weight,  it  was  desired  to  ornament  the  edge.  In  this  way,  the  removal  of 
silver  could  be  detected.  For  the  silver  dollar,  lettering  was  applied  by  a  machine  which  rolled  the  finished  planchet  (but  before  striking  by 
the  dies)  between  two  parallel  steel  bars,  upon  each  of  which  was  half  of  the  edge  lettering  inscription:  HUNDRED  CENTS  ONE  DOLLAR 
OR  UNIT  and  ornamentation  between  words. 

Per  the  Bowers  encyclopedia:  "Known  silver  dollars  dated  1794  are  from  a  single  pair  of  dies  and  are  believed  to  have  been  made  to  the  extent 
of,  perhaps,  2,000  coins  (Walter  H.  Breen's  estimate),  of  which  1,758  pieces  were  considered  to  be  satisfactory  delivered  by  the  coiner  on  Octo¬ 
ber  15,  1794.  The  remaining  impressions,  possibly  amounting  to  242  coins,  rejected  as  being  too  weak,  probably  were  kept  on  hand  for  later 
use  as  planchets.  Supporting  this  theory  is  the  existence  of  at  least  one  1795  silver  dollar  (BB-1 4)  plainly  overstruck  on  a  1794  dollar."

Flowing  hair  in  six  prominent  curls  with  the  lowest  curl  pierced  and  separated  by  the  innermost  point  of  star  1,  and  the  curl  is  continued 
upwards  to  almost  close  its  loop.  Wide  date,  the  95  closer  together  than  the  other  figures.  This  obverse  occurs  on  BB-19  and  BB-20.  The  reverse 
has  two  leaves  under  each  wing.  A  leaf  ends  directly  below  center  of  first  S  in  STATES  and  another  leaf  ends  just  under  left  corner  of  upright 
of  E  in  STATES.  The  wreath  is  delicate,  leaves  small,  berries  large.  19  berries  arranged  nine  left,  10  right. 


The  Flowing  Hair  design  was  used  on  silver  coinage  in  1794  and  1795.  The  design  is  found  on  half  dimes,  half  dollars,  and  silver  dollars  and 
displays  a  youthful  Liberty  facing  right  with  free-flowing  hair  (The  subsequent  Type  would  have  a  hair  ribbon  at  the  back.) 

Since  the  Coinage  Act  of  1792  which  established  the  standards  for  America's  coinage  has  as  its  centerpiece  the  silver  dollar,  the  edge  lettering 
on  these  reads  HUNDRED  CENTS  ONE  DOLLAR  OR  UNIT.  The  value  exists  nowhere  else  on  the  coin. 


Between  spring  and  late  summer  that  year,  17  die  marriages  of  1795  flowing  hair  dollars  were  prepared  and  used  to  strike  silver  dollars. 
Employed  were  two  bust  punches,  two  separate  wreath  punches,  and  two  different  eagle  punches.  The  mint  struck  a  fairly  large  number  of 
dollars  in  1795:  160,295  to  be  exact,  of  which  several  thousand  (according  to  the  Bowers  reference  book  on  bust  dollars)  are  believe  to  survive. 


The  present  specimen  is  remarkable  for  its  fresh  color  and  frosty  surfaces  on  both  sides.  It  sits  squarely  atop  the  assigned  grade  classification 
and  has  lovely  silvery  brightness.  Any  marks  are  held  to  a  minimum.  Better  still,  there  appear  to  be  no  adjustment  lines  on  either  side,  a  note¬ 
worthy  observation  which  qualifies  for  special  mention.  The  satiny  surfaces  are  aglow  with  silvery  color,  devices  sharper  than  on  some,  but 
lacking  completeness  on  the  eagle's  wings  and  chest  feathers,  which,  as  often  occurs,  is  softly  brought  up.  High  grade  flowing  hair  sih  er  dol¬ 
lars  are  the  dominant  theme  among  serious,  advanced  early  dollar  collectors,  with  comparatively  few  Mint  States  sold  in  any  calendar  \  ear. 
Bowers  (1993)  estimated  only  four  to  six  pieces  remain  in  MS64  or  better  grades.  Look  for  this  beautiful  MS64  coin  to  realize  a  strong  price 
after  much  spirited  bidding.  Pop  1,  finest  graded  2  leaves  at  NGC.  The  NGC  population  also  breaks  down  the  various  varities  and  reports 
two  BB-20  examples  in  65.  Rarity  3.

ter  and  vibrant  sunset  colors  favoring  hues  of  soft  violet  and  deep  blue.  This  very  pretty  and  well-preserved  specimen  of  a  common  variety 
lies  near  the  apex  of  the  Condition  Census  for  the  variety.  It  is  an  ideal  flowing  Hair  dollar  for  a  Type  collector.  Deep  with  the  above-men¬ 
tioned  attractive  toning,  the  original  luster  spreads  widely  over  both  sides,  the  obverse  dominated  by  absolutely  exquisite  surface  quality 
while  the  reverse  is  just  about  as  pristine.  The  reverse  has  an  identifiable  small  surface  depression  (as  though  a  flake  of  metal  escaped  during 
the  minting  process)  that  left  a  shallow  void  above  the  eagle's  head.  The  cartwheel  luster  is  very  impressive.  An  exceptional  strike  is  noted 
throughout,  with  the  often  weak  breast  feathers  showing  many  individual  outlines.  The  most  recognizable  aspect  of  BB-27  is  a  raised  line 
some  call  a  "die  bar"  common  to  all  BB-27s  and  visible  at  the  back  of  Liberty's  hair  at  the  top  curl.  A  Type  buyer  with  sophistication  and  dis¬ 
cernment,  someone  like  our  consignor,  would  be  fortunate  in  the  extreme  to  have  this  specimen  in  his  Type  set. 

Variety  Notes:  BB-27  represents  one  of  several  varieties  with  the  three-leaves  reverse  and  the  Head  of  '95  obverse.  In  this  case,  the  portrait  of 
Liberty  is  in  a  high-relief  rendering  on  the  finished  coins.  On  the  obverse,  Liberty's  lowest  curl  is  open  and  distant  from  star  one.  The  reverse 
displays  13  berries  on  the  wreath,  seven  on  the  left  branch  and  six  on  the  right,  with  three  berries  beneath  the  eagle's  wing  on  the  left  and  two 
berries  beneath  the  wing  on  the  right.  Pop  11;  2  in  65  for  the  3  leaf  variety.  The  detailed  population  report  listed  by  die  varities  shows  one  BB- 
27  in  66  as  finest  for  the  variety.  Rarity  1.

ver-gray  to  deeper  shades,  while  the  highest  points  of  Liberty  and  the  eagle  contrast  with  lighter  gray  accents.  The  smooth  surface  is  evident 
at  once.  The  plug  is  quite  noticeable  in  the  central  region  around  and  below  Liberty's  ear  and  on  the  juncture  of  the  right  wing  of  the  eagle  and 
it's  body. 

Adjustment  marks  and  even  silver  plugs  were  used  to  make  early  silver  dollars  conform  to  weight  specifications.  Each  coin  was  hand- 
weighed  before  being  released  to  the  Treasury  department  or  to  the  respective  depositor.  How  the  coins  appeared  was  a  matter  of  consider¬ 
able  experimentation  in  the  first  few  years  and  was  a  process  that  continued  until  the  Gobrecht  design  was  adopted  and  modified  in  1836-39. 
This  is  the  first  style  with  a  large  head  of  Liberty  whose  hair  streams  back  in  flowing  waves.  Pop  1;  1  finer  in  55.  Only  2  examples  graded  for 
this  silver  plug  variety  at  PCGS.  Rarity  5  (PCGS  #  39990) 

Two  leaves  under  each  wing.  The  only  variety  with  16  berries,  eight  on  each  branch  of  wreath.  There  are  only  two  berries  on  left  branch, 
between  eagle's  wing  and  ribbon  bow,"  both  on  inside  of  wreath.  Reverse  die  used  to  strike  1795  BB-ll  only.  The  Bowers  encyclopedia  esti¬ 
mates  that  between  50  and  75  1795  BB-ll  dollars  exist,  making  this  one  of  the  more  elusive  issues  of  the  Flowing  Hair  type.

Flowing  hair  in  five  prominent  curls,  with  a  thin  faint  additional 
curl  below  the  third  curl  from  the  top.  Innermost  point  of  star  1  just  touches  lowest  curl.  I  he  curl  continues  upwaid  to  halt  close  the  loop. 
Head  high  and  closer  to  LIBERTY  than  on  most  other  obverses.  The  date  is  wide,  with  more  space  between  1  and  /  than  other  figures. .  1  he 
in  the  date  was  repunched  over  an  erroneous  1,  prompting  some  to  catalogue  the  variety  as  1 795  over  1195.  As  is  the  case  with  Obverse  9  used 
to  coin  BB-27,  the  present  obverse  (also  used  to  coin  BB-22  and  BB-23)  had  the  head  of  Miss  Liberty  deeply  impressed  into  the  die,  causing  it 
to  be  in  slightly  higher  relief  than  most  other  varieties  of  the  year.

Two  leaves  under  each  wing.  17  berries,  nine  on  left 
branch,  eight  on  right.  A  berry  is  on  outside  of  the  wreath 
midway  between  S  and  T  of  STATES,  the  only  variety  in 
which  this  occurs;  the  arrangement  is  similar  to  that  used 
on  the  1794  dollar.  Reverse  die  used  to  strike  1795  BB-13 
and  BB-14.  In  the  years  since  Bolender  suggested  a  rarity 
rating  of  R-5  (31  to  75  coins,  if  he  meant  R-5  on  the  Sheldon 
Scale),  or  the  1881  Type-Table  designation  of  "very  rare", 
more  specimens  have  come  to  light.  Bowers  now  puts  the 
possible  census  between  300  and  500  pieces.

For  Reverse  K  the  mint  introduced  a  much  smaller  "Small  Eagle,"  than  before,  differently  styled  than  on  any  of  the  preceding  varieties.  Small 
Letters  in  legend.  The  eagle  stands  on  clouds.  The  new  wreath  is  composed  of  a  palm  branch  (right)  and  olive  branch  (left),  the  latter  with 
seven  berries.

According  to  Bowers:  "This  reverse  die  is  one  of  the  most  remarkable  in  all  of  American  numismatics,  and  was  mated  with  obverse  dies  bear¬ 
ing  four  different  dates.  The  features  are  cut  in  shallow  relief,  and  the  rim  is  low."  All  impressions  from  the  die  appear  somewhat  flat,  though 
the  shallow  relief  does  not  materially  affect  the  appearance  of  higher  grade  coins,  which  often  have  exquisite  detail  like  the  present  example, 
including  a  full  complement  of  eagle  feathers.

The  choice  quality  of  the  coin  points  directly  to  our  consignor's  intense  interest  in  "cherry  picking"  only  the  most  attractive  Bust  Dollars  for  his 
collection  —  and  it  shows!  What's  more,  PCGS  has  graded  a  relatively  few  examples  of  the  BB-52  Centered  Draped  Bust  Type  in  upper  eche¬ 
lons:  Pop  1;  3  finer;  1  in  55;  2  in  58.

BB-52  is  considerably  rarer  than  BB-51  in  AU  and  Mint  State  categories.  The  population  of  1795  BB-52  is,  perhaps,  about  two-thirds  that  of  BB- 
51,  but  this  means  that  enough  exist  that  just  about  any  motivated  collector  can,  given  a  reasonable  amount  of  careful  searching,  obtain  one. 
As  is  the  case  with  BB-51,  most  specimens  of  BB-52  are  in  the  middle  circulated  grades.  Lower  grade  coins  are  seldom  seen,  and  pieces  in 
above  Extremely  Fine  40  are  rare  as  well. 

As  in  the  present  instance,  most  examples  are  reasonably  well  centered,  with  sharp  details  in  all  areas.  Adjustment  marks  are  seen  much  less 
often  on  specimens  of  BB-52,  probably  because  the  striking  was  better. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  obverse  die  for  BB-51,  thought  to  have  been  struck  in  larger  quantities  than  BB-52,  is  known  only  in  a  perfect 
state,  while  the  BB-52  deteriorated  almost  from  the  time  it  was  first  used.  A  noticeable  die  break  occurs  in  Liberty's  hair.  Similarly,  the  reverse 
used  to  coin  the  more  plentiful  BB-51  was  not  damaged  in  the  process,  and  went  on  to  be  mated  in  later  years  with  five  other  obverses;  in  con¬ 
trast,  the  reverse  die  of  BB-52  developed  cracks.  The  difference  in  durability  undoubtedly  was  caused  by  better  hardening  or  tempering  of  the 
steel  in  the  BB-51  dies.

The  estimated  mintage  of  75,000  1796-dated  dollars  (of  various  die  varieties  combined,  each  of  the  Draped  Bust  type)  is  less  than  that  of  the 
estimated  mintage  of  110,000  Draped  Bust  dollars  coined  with  the  date  1795.  As  some  numismatic  scholars  have  observed,  it  may  have  been 
the  case,  indeed  likely,  that  many  if  not  most  1796-dated  pieces  were  struck  later,  in  1798.  "Much  of  the  calendar  year  mintage  of  75,212  dol¬ 
lars  struck  in  1796  were  probably  dated  1795,"  explains  the  Bowers  encyclopedia.  "I  believe  that  mintage  during  the  first  part  of  calendar  year 
1798  consisted  in  large  part  of  dollars  dated  1795,  1796,  and  1797." 

The  Mint  experienced  various  difficulties  in  1796,  including  a  yellow  fever  epidemic.  On  June  1, 1796,  Tennessee  was  admitted  to  the  Union 
as  the  16th  state.  While  other  denominations  reflected  this,  16  stars  were  not  used  on  silver  dollars  until  1797,  which  suggests  that  obverse 
dies  for  1796-dated  dollars  were  made  prior  to  June  of  that  year.  The  number  of  dies  employed  to  create  1796-dated  dollars  is  as  follows:  1796 
obverses,  4;  1796  reverses,  4  (includes  one  left  over  from  1795).

Pop  2;  None  finer  at 
PCGS  for  the  variety.  Rarity  4  (PCGS  #  40005) 

In  the  words  of  the  Bowers  encyclopedia  of  Silver  Dollars,  "of  all  1797  varieties,  the  BB-72  is  at  once  the  rarest,  best  known,  and  most  sought 
after.  This  issue  occupies  its  own  niche  in  numismatic  literature,  where  it  has  been  showcased  as  a  rarity  in  some  instances  and  ignored  in 
others.  Doubtless,  it  is  the  best  known  die  variety  of  the  1796-1797  years  combined.  Indeed,  it  may  well  be  the  most  famous  variety  after  1794 
and  before  1804. 

"While  various  cataloguers  over  the  years  have  ascribed  great  rarity  to  1797  BB-72, 1  believe  that  about  200  to  300  exist  today,  as  explained  in 
detail  above."

How  many  exist?  1797  BB-72  has  been  the  subject  of  widely 
varying  estimates  of  rarity  over  the  years,  with  some 
observers  stating  that  as  few  as  20  are  known,  while  others 
rank  the  population  at  Sheldon's  Rarity-4  (76  to  200).

A  note  to  buyers  of  Draped  Bust,  Small  Eagle  coins,  when 
Jim  Ruddy  was  assembling  the  5,000+  photographs  he  need 
to  produce  "Photograde",  the  official  grading  guide,  back  in 
the  late-1960s  and  early  1970s,  he  commented  time  and 
again  to  all  his  friends  in  the  business  just  how  troublesome 
it  was  to  find  attractive,  photogenic  examples  of  this  short¬ 
lived  style  used  on  everything  from  half  dimes  all  the  way 
through  silver  dollars.  To  this  day,  it  is  our  observation  as 
well  that  the  Draped  Bust,  Small  Eagle  coins  are  consis¬ 
tently  the  most  difficult  to  acquire  in  choice,  problem-free 
condition.  So  take  heart  at  the  extensive  advantage  of  the 
Dr.  Hesselgesser  collection.

surfaces  and  balanced  hues  on  both  sides.  Nicely  socked  by  the  dies,  perhaps  not  fully  so  at  the  central  part  of  Liberty's  head,  but  still  well 
enough  that  its  attraction  is  enhanced.  The  1797  issues  have  proved  popular  with  collectors  since  the  earliest  days.  This  is  partly  due  to  their 
putative  low  mintage,  and  also  because  they  vary  a  lot  in  appearance  and  width  of  planchet  from  one  variety  to  the  next. 

In  1797  the  number  of  stars  on  the  silver  dollar  was  increased  to  16.  The  coinage  is  said  by  government  reports  to  be  the  lowest  of  any  year 
from  1795  to  1803,  although  now  it  is  believed  that  the  numbers  given  are  incorrect.  I  believe  that  most  or  all  of  the  mintage  of  7,776  coins 
reported  for  the  calendar  year  may  have  been  of  earlier  dates,  and  that  most  coins  struck  from  dies  dated  1797  were  actually  made  in  early 
1798. 

"It  is  a  virtual  certainty  that  many  more  than  7,776  silver  dollars  were  struck  with  the  1797  date,"  explains  Bowers.  "I  estimate  the  number  to 
be  60,0000"  Many  hold  the  position  that  the  1797  must  have  been  about  on  a  par  with  that  of  1796,  or  not  significantly  different,  given  the 
number  known  today.  As  the  estimated  60,000  1797-dated  silver  dollars  could  not  have  been  struck  earlier  than  1797,  and  the  quantity  made 
is  almost  certainly  far  greater  than  7,776,  the  only  remaining  possibility  is  that  they  were  struck  later,  with  the  calendar  year  1798  being  the 
most  likely  candidate. 

In  1797,  production  problems  continued  at  the  Mint.  Sporadic  coinage  runs  for  silver  dollars  occurred  in  February,  late  May  to  late  June,  and 
in  August.  The  Mint  was  closed  from  late  August  to  late  November,  due  to  a  yellow  fever  outbreak.  Thus,  the  mintage  for  the  calendar  year 
was  very  small.

Elusive  and  quite  costly  in  About  Uncirculated  or  better  grades,  this  just-miss  example  in  EF45 
condition  is  free  of  noticeable  surface  abrasions.  The  strike,  which  is  just  about  complete  on  all  but  the  eagle,  is  well  above  par  for  a  Draped 
Bust,  Small  Eagle  silver  dollar  and  both  sides  reveal  variegated  gray  to  russet-gray  toning,  with  a  deeper  gray  stripe  diagonally  across  the 
reverse. 

The  year  1798  saw  the  number  of  obverse  stars  decreased  from  16  (used  in  1797)  to  13,  the  number  that  remained  in  effect  throughout  the 
remainder  of  the  series.  An  exception  is  provided  by  1798  BB-81,  with  15  stars,  an  anachronism  created  by  using  a  leftover  undated  die  pre¬ 
pared  in  1795  or  early  1796  (before  the  16-star  format  became  standard  following  the  admission  of  Tennessee  to  the  Union),  and  dating  it  1798. 

Two  reverse  designs  were  employed:  the  older  Small  Eagle  type  (1798  BB-81  and  BB-82)  and  the  new  Heraldic  Eagle  motif  (all  other  1798  vari¬ 
eties  BB-91  to  BB-125).  The  vast  majority  of  1798  dollars  minted  were  of  the  Heraldic  Eagle  type. 

As  the  obverses  for  BB-81  and  BB-82  (which  have  old-style  Small  Eagle  reverses)  were  made  early  in  the  year,  and  as  these  each  have  a  knob 
to  the  bottom  of  the  9  in  the  date  (Knob  9),  it  is  presumed  that  the  with-knob  numeral  style  was  also  used  earlier  in  the  year  for  obverse  dies 
that  were  mated  with  Heraldic  Eagle  reverses.  Conversely,  the  Pointed  Tail  9  issue  dies  are  believed  to  have  been  made  later. 

As  a  date,  1798  Small  Eagle  dollars  are  fairly  scarce  and  actively  sought  by  buyers  of  all  stripes.  Examples  are  encountered  in  all  lower  grades, 
although  those  in  Extremely  Fine,  About  Uncirculated  and  Mint  State  must  be  deemed  rare.  Rarity  3  (PCGS  #  40006)

The  surfaces  exhibit  light  to  medium  mottled  golden  toning  on  both  sides  with  lovely  honey-gold  shades  around  the  periphery.  Luster 
extends  right  across  the  coin  from  center  to  periphery  in  a  veritable  extravaganza  of  beauty. 

BB-141  is  made  famous  by  15  stars  on  reverse;  this  is  definitive,  although  to  the  uninitiated  the  two  extra  stars  are  not  readily  seen,  at  least  at 
first.  The  two  supernumerary  stars  are  nearly  lost  in  cloud  1  and  cloud  8,  and  just  the  points  show.  The  one  protruding  from  the  bottom  of 
cloud  1  is  the  most  easily  seen.  The  result  is  a  blundered  arc  pattern  of  stars  with  five  (instead  of  six)  stars  in  the  top  row,  six  (instead  of  five) 
in  the  second  row,  and  the  usual  one  to  each  side  of  the  eagle's  head,  plus  the  superfluous  star  points  peeking  out  from  the  bottoms  of  clouds 
1  and  8. 

The  process  was  accomplished  as  follows:  The  engraver  first  punched  seven  stars  in  the  top  row,  six  in  the  second  row,  and  the  normal  single 
stars  to  each  side  of  the  eagle’s  head.  He  then  took  count  and  realized  that  he  had  one  too  many  stars  in  the  top  row,  and  one  too  many  stars 
in  the  second  row,  for  a  total  of  15.  To  disguise  his  blunder,  he  enlarged  clouds  1  and  8,  making  them  greatly  oversized  to  cover  up  the  first 
and  last  stars  in  the  top  row,  reducing  the  count  to  an  abnormal  five  (instead  of  the  normal  six),  so  that  the  abnormal  six  (instead  of  five)  in  the 
second  row  would  not  have  to  be  altered.  The  normal  star  arrangement,  top  to  bottom,  is:  6-5-2.  Before  alteration,  this  reverse  die  was  7-6-2. 
After  alteration,  it  was  5-6-2. 

Leaf  point  under  left  upright  of  1  in  America.  Die  crack  near  border  above  ATES.  Another  crack  above  OF  AM.  The  D  in  UNITED  is 
repunched  and  there  are  die  flaws  in  the  right  side  of  this  letter.  Far  right  edge  of  A  is  over  cloud  3.  Reverse  usually  not  fully  struck  up  at  the 
center,  due  to  sinking  of  the  die,  although  on  this  particular  coin,  the  design  is  much  crisper  than  average  and  so  enhances  the  desirability  all 

the  more.  Pop  4;  4  better  with  1  in  61,  2  in  62, 1  in  64.

According  to  the  authoritative  Bowers  encyclopedia  on  Sil¬ 
ver  Dollars,  "1800  BB-182  is  one  of  the  great  rarities  of  the 
year.  Only  an  estimated  30  to  50  are  known  to  exist.  Years 
ago,  the  issue  was  regarded  as  unique.  J.W.  Haseltine  knew 
of  only  one,  and  M.H.  Bolender  stated  the  same,  noting  that 
it  may  have  been  the  Haseltine  specimen  that  came  under 
his  view.  Thus,  when  Bolender's  book  went  to  press  in 
1950,  it  was  believed  that  there  was  just  a  single  coin  extant. 

Since  then,  additional  pieces  have  been  recognized.  BB-182 
is  not  only  remarkable  for  its  rarity,  but  also  for  the  fact  that 
all  known  specimens  show  evidence  of  circulation.  Among 
examples  which  have  been  reported,  not  a  single  piece 
makes  the  AU  level.

Proof  Gobrecht  Dollars  from  this  year  are  estimated  to  have  been  originally  produced  for  circulation,  even  though  struck  in  Proof  finish,  and 
of  the  number  of  survivors  a  liberal  group  are  circulated.  Choice  Proofs  like  this  are  all  too  un-common  nowadays.  This  specimen  shows  the 
diagnostic  razor-sharpness  in  all  features  including  the  shield,  and  the  reverse  is  struck  an  intricately  prepared  die  that  the  1  hiladelphia  Mint 
used  to  produce  what  many  consider  to  be  the  most  beautiful  silver  dollar  ever  issued  in  the  United  States.  The  watery  reflectivity  is 
unabated,  interrupted  only  now  and  then  by  a  few  wispy  hairlines  underneath  the  lovely  toning.

Smooth  light  to 
medium  gray  color  blends  easily  with  paler  silvery  highlights  on  the  incredibly  detailed  devices. 

This  year  is  notable  for  the  appearance  of  the  most  famous  Pattern  silver  dollar  denomination  of  them  all,  a  coin  which  for  years  collectors 
though  was  not  regularly  issued  for  circulation  but  struck  mainly  for  exhibition  purposes  as  a  Proof. 

According  to  a  letter  by  Edward  Cogan,  published  in  the  American  Journal  of  Numismatics  in  June  1867,  Mr.  Patterson,  the  director  of  the 
Mint,  was  so  highly  pleased  with  the  workmanship  of  the  dies  that  he  insisted  that  Mr.  Gobrecht  should  have  his  name  upon  it.  In  accordance 
with  the  request,  Mr.  Gobrecht  inserted  it  between  the  date  and  the  base  of  the  design.  "The  press  in  discussing  the  merits  of  this  Pattern 
piece,  made  some  uncalled  for  remarks  about  the  conceited  Gennan  putting  his  name  so  conspicuously  on  the  coin,  and  it  hurt  the  old  gentle¬ 
man's  feelings  so  much,  that  he  immediately  after  reading  this  criticism,  took  his  name  off  the  die.  Mr.  Patterson,  however,  still  insisted  that  it 
should  be  on  the  dollar  and  it  was  then  put  on  the  base  of  the  figure  of  Liberty,  but  in  such  small  letters  as  to  be  scarcely  discernible  to  the 
naked  eye."  (Thus  originated  the  Name  on  Base  variety.)  (PCGS  #  11227)

In  December  1839  the  coiner  delivered  300  silver  dollars,  the  last  with  the  flying  eagle  reverse.  Like  the  1838  dollars,  these  had  reeded  edges. 
The  1839  coinage  ended  the  period  of  experimentation  to  see  if  the  dollar  would  again  be  acceptable.  Apparently,  the  answer  had  been  yes 
because  in  1840  the  Mint  struck  silver  dollars  in  much  larger  numbers  than  it  had  during  the  period  1836-1839. 

With  only  two  exceptions  —  the  1836  with  name  on  base,  plain  edge,  and  starry  reverse  field;  and  the  1839  with  reeded  edge  and  starless 
reverse  field  —  all  Gobrecht  silver  dollars  dated  from  1836  to  1839  are  patterns.  However,  many  collectors  have  included  them  among  the  reg¬ 
ular  series  in  their  cabinets,  much  as  the  pattern  1856  Flying  Eagle  cent  is  desired  by  collectors  of  small  cents,  and  the  pattern  $4  gold  Stellas  of 
1879  and  1880  are  included  in  many  holdings  of  regular  gold  coins.

This  lustrous  representative  is  has  attractive  patina  and  both  sides  are  sharply  struck  overall,  while  the  surfaces  present  as  uncommon  attrac¬ 
tiveness  for  the  MS-61  designation.  A  rare  survivor  of  a  popular  and  historically  important  Carson  City  Mint  issue,  this  1870-CC  Dollar  is  eas¬ 
ily  one  of  the  more  valuable  offerings  in  the  business  strike  portion  of  the  present  silver  dollar  section. 

Several  die  varieties  are  reported  Q.  David  Bowers'Silver  Dollars  and  Trade  Dollars  of  the  United  States:  A  Complete  Encyclopedia.  Today 
the  1870-CC  dollar  is  very  scarce  in  Mint  State,  with  an  estimated  20  to  35  exist.  The  true  number  may  be  fewer,  since  1870-CC  is  often  a  can¬ 
didate  for  return  trips  to  the  grading  services.  No  such  fear  for  the  present  piece,  which  is  a  solidly  original  MS61!  No  doubt  the  bidder  who 
takes  this  home  with  him  will  find  it  to  be  a  true  joy  to  study  and  present  at  coin  club  meetings.

Rarest  of  the  rare  in  the  Morgan  series,  considered  by  all  to  be  the  King  of  the  Morgan  Dollars  and  for  obvious  reasons,  so  few  Proofs  were 
minted  and  it  is  from  these  few  that  tens  of  thousands  of  collectors,  if  not  hundreds  of  thousands,  must  compete  with  one  another  for  owner¬ 
ship  of  the  small  floating  supply  on  the  market  at  any  one  time. 

The  coin  is,  quite  simply,  a  spectacular  gem.  As  can  be  seen  in  the  photographs,  it  has  acquired  in  its  114-odd  years  of  existence  lovely  original 
iridescent  shades  of  color,  deeply  saturated  color.  No  doubt  this  is  one  of  the  rare  few  which  were  kept  in  the  original  tissue  wrapper  from  the 
Mint. 

Where  later  Proof  coins  sold  by  the  Philadelphia  Mint  are  packaged  in  either  cellophane  (1930s-1950s)  or  flat-pack  plastic  by  the  mint,  all  pre- 
1916  coinage  was  sent  to  its  recipients  in  simple  jeweler's  tissue  paper.  The  tissue  paper  has  a  small  amount  of  sulfur  content.  And  it  is  this 
sulfur  which  imparts  the  marvelous  colors  you  see  on  a  few  gem  Proofs,  like  this  glittering  1895. 

Faithful  to  every  detail  from  a  full  blow  by  the  dies,  the  hair  is  crystal  clear  down  to  the  tiniest  hair  strand  at  the  brow  and  along  Liberty  s 
neck;  this  does  not  excludes  the  key  curls  above  the  ear,  with  only  two  of  them  appearing  as  though  fused  together.  Furthermore,  in  this  full 
blow  by  the  dies,  the  viewer  is  presented  with  a  finely  detailed  eagle,  proud  and  assured,  with  full-featured  wings  outstretched  and  a  feather- 
covered  chest  projecting  sharply  from  the  central  part  of  this  side  of  the  design.  The  main  design  features  are  nicely  frosted.  The  coin  s  near 
perfection  speaks  for  itself:  grading  Proof  68,  is  housed  in  NGC  holder  1743100-014  and  will  forever  remind  us  just  how  spectacular  these 
early  Morgan  dollars  were  in  Proof  condition  "back  in  the  day"  as  the  American  expression  goes.  Let  the  current  market  price  be  your  starting 
point  for  bidding.  As  seems  inevitable  whenever  a  great  rarity  like  a  Superb  Gem  Proof  1895  Morgan  dollar  changes  hands,  the  interest  and 
value  only  intensifies,  year  after  year.

It  is  not  known 
if  Mickley  or  Crosby  was  the  actual  minter  of  these  coins."  In  actuality,  it  is  very  difficult  to  find  any  documentation  that  either  Mickley  or 
Crosby  personally  restruck  anything,  and  the  same  can  be  said  for  Charles  I.  Bushnell  and  the  popular  attribution  of  restrikes  to  him."  The  site 
goes  on  to  note  that  just  three  examples  are  known  in  lead,  all  struck  from  a  heavily  cracked  reverse  die.

An  intriguing  pattern  with  two  heads  of  Washington,  one  on  either  side,  reminiscent  of  the  double-headed  Washington  cent  listed  in  the 
Colonial  section  of  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins.  Brilliant  lustrous  silver  gray  surfaces  with  pale  toning  on  both  sides.  At  the  uspat- 
terns.com  website,  can  be  found  the  following:  "This  muling  of  the  Washington  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  and  IN  C.OD  WE  TRUST 
obverse  dies  is  believed  to  have  been  struck  outside  the  mint  from  dies  sold  as  scrap  metal  which  were  purchased  by  Joseph  Mickley.  Many  of 
these  coins  ended  up  in  the  Crosby  collection.  It  is  not  known  if  Mickley  or  Crosby  was  the  actual  minter  of  these  coins."  No  need  to  worn 
about  "points  for  identification”  since  this  is  the  only  Judd-521  certified  in  any  grade  by  PCGS,  an  obvious  rarity  and  of  the  greatest  desirabil¬ 
ity  to  Washingtoniana  collectors  as  well  as  Pattern  devotees.  Labeled  as  R-7  on  holder  but  in  Judd  book  it  is  listed  as  R-8.  Pop  1;  none  finer  at 
PCGS.

Historic  reference:  Aluminum  was  the  new  "wonder  metal"  of  the  mid-1800s  when  this  piece  was  made.  Light  and  easy  to  work,  it  had  splen¬ 
did  properties  and  possibilities.  There  was  only  one  drawback:  price.  Although  the  price  of  aluminum  fell  to  below  that  of  silver  by  the  early 
1860s,  it  was  still  expensive  to  produce,  hovering  around  twelve  dollars  a  pound  between  1862  and  1886.  It  retained  this  status  until  metallur¬ 
gists  found  a  way  to  smelt  it  in  quantity.  As  a  consequence,  the  US.  mint  struck  only  limited  numbers  of  aluminum  Patterns  and  die  trial 
pieces  each  year,  often  Rarity-7  items  (In  1889,  man's  technology  finally  caught  up  with  his  need  for  large  quantities  of  this  miracle  light 
metal;  prices  plummeted  and  aluminum  was  soon  being  used  to  make  tokens,  medals,  promotional  badges,  inflation  coins  by  the  jillion,  and 
all  sorts  of  other  doodads.).

1331  1853-C.  NGC  graded  MS-63.  Boldly  struck  on  slightly 

ranular  surfaces.  Plenty  of  mint  luster  remains.  Only 
1,1515  minted.  The  strike  on  both  sides  of  this  coin  is  typi¬ 
cal  of  the  issue.  There  is  some  softness  of  detail  on  the 
obverse  over  Liberty's  brow  and  on  top  of  the  hair  curls: 
rim  dentils  are  nearly  all  missing;  and  on  the  reverse  over 
the  18  in  the  date  aiui  the  second  L  in  DOLLAR,  with  simi¬ 
lar  lack  of  detail  in  the  dentils.  There  is  a  short  horizontal 
distraction  through  the  1  of  the  denomination  and  a  tiny 
mark  on  the  rim  above  E  in  STATES;  a  small  pit  by  the  low¬ 
est  star.  Extensive  luster  everywhere.  Truly  exceptional  for 
the  issue,  which  tends  to  come  circulated,  and  in  the  realm 
of  surface  preservation  it  has  very  few  peers  (see  the  popu¬ 
lation  figures  below).

Perhaps  surprisingly  for  an  issue  with  such  a  limited  original  mintage,  the  1855-D  was  struck  using  two  die  marriages.  The  present  Winter  7- 
I  example  (second  5  in  date  centered  beneath  A  in  DOLLAR)  is  one  of  the  finest-known  examples  of  both  varieties,  and  it  is  an  absolutely 
stunning  representative.  The  '55-D  typically  displays  varying  degrees  of  striking  irregularity  in  the  center  of  the  reverse  that  affects  several  of 
the  letters  in  DOLLAR  and  the  digits  in  the  date.  On  this  piece,  however,  one  will  see  a  sharply  executed  reverse  strike  that  qualifies  this  piece 
as  a  Full  Date  example  as  defined  by  Doug  Winter.  In  the  2003  book  Gold  Coins  of  the  Dahlonega  Mint:  1838-1861,  the  author  states, 

"Among  specialists,  full  date  1855-D  gold  dollars  trade  for  a  strong  premium;  in  some  cases  as  much  as  thirty  to  fifty  percent  above  the  price 
level  for  a  coin  with  a  typical  weak  date." 


The  obverse  impression  is  overall  bold,  and  both  sides  possess  pleasing  color  that  blends  orange-gold  and  green-gold  shades.  With  satiny 
surface  texture  and  a  noteworthy  lack  of  grade-limiting  abrasions,  this  beautiful  near-Gem  comes  highly  recommended  for  both  the  Southern 
gold  specialist  and  the  advanced  numismatic  investor. 


As  the  only  Type  2  gold  dollar  from  the  Dahlonega  Mint,  the  1855-D  is  an  understandably  popular  coin  among  collectors.  It  is  also  a  very  rare 
issue,  the  original  mintage  being  a  mere  1,811  pieces  and  the  total  number  of  survivors  probably  numbering  no  more  than  70-80  distinct 
examples.  Conditionally  rare  starting  at  the  Choice  EF  grade  level.  Condition  Census  begins  in  AU55.  The  1855-D  is  the  overall  rarest  Dahlo¬ 
nega  Mint  gold  dollar  after  only  the  1861 -D,  and  it  is  prime  condition  rarity  in  the  D-mint  portion  of  this  series. 

Supposedly  because  it  was  smaller  and  thicker  than  should  have  been,  Mint  Director  Colonel  lames  Ross  Snowden  ordered  the  gold  dollar 
redesigned  in  1854  to  accomodate  an  increase  in  diameter  to  15  millimeters.  Although  Chief  Engraver  Longacre  dutifully  carried  out  this 
request,  his  work  caused  striking  problems  on  this  occasion.  His  Type  2  designs  were  difficult  to  strike  and  wore  down  rapidly  in  circulation. 
These  deficiencies  affected  all  issues  of  this  type,  and  they  resulted  in  its  replacement  by  the  Type  3  pieces  in  1856  (1857  for  the  San  Francisco 
Mint). 


Due  to  its  brevity,  there  are  only  six  issues  in  the  Type  2  gold  dollar  series:  1854, 1855, 1855-C,  1855-D,  1855-0,  and  1856-S.  The  55-D  is  by  far 
the  rarest,  followed  by  the  '55-C,  '56-S  and  '55-0.  Even  the  "common"  1854  and  1855  are  relatively  scarce  coins  in  an  absolute  sense  that  are 
quite  rare  in  Mint  State  from  a  market  availability  standpoint. 


The  true  origins  of  the  gold  dollar  as  a  denomination  lie  in  John  Marshall's  discovery  of  gold  at  Sutters  Mill  in  1848.  Although  a  coin  ot  this 
face  value  had  been  proposed  on  several  occasions  in  the  past,  and  the  Bechtlers  actually  struck  examples  in  North  Carolina  beginning  in  the 
1830s,  Congress  did  not  authorize  the  United  States  Mint  to  produce  gold  dollars  until  March  3,  1849.  The  primary  reason  Congress  finally 
relented  in  that  year  was  because  the  immense  quantities  of  gold  being  mined  in  California  forced  silver  coins  out  of  circulation.  Since  tew 
people  in  the  United  States  of  the  late  1840s/early  1850s  placed  much  trust  in  paper  currency,  the  gold  dollar  was  seen  a  logical  replacement 
for  the  now-absent  silver  coinage  in  commercial  channels. 


This  denomination  remained  in  production  from  1849-1889,  during  which  time  it  appeared  in  three  distinct  types.  The  abolition  ot  the  gold 
dollar  was  included  as  part  of  the  Mint  Act  of  September  25, 1890,  and  it  probably  resulted  from  the  (by  then)  long-established  unpopularity 
of  the  denomination  as  a  circulating  medium  of  exchange.  Many  issues  in  this  series  are  scarce,  if  not  rare,  chief  among  which  are  the  1849-C 
Open  Wreath,  1855-D,  1856-D  and  1861-D.  Pop  3;  none  finer.  Tied  for  finest  graded  at  either  service.  (PCC.S  #  7534)

1338  1796.  No  stars  on  obverse.  BD-2.  PCGS  graded  AU-58  PQ.  The  more  "plentiful"  of  the  two  die  varities  for  the  type,  if  such  a  word  is  appro¬ 

priate  for  this  prestigious  numismatic  gold  coin.  Well  struck  on  a  mostly  problem-free  planchet.  We  note  a  few  very  minor  hairline  adjust¬ 
ment  marks  in  the  unprotected  right  obverse  field  and  these  are  well  concealed  by  the  lovely  rich  natural  golden  toning.  The  reverse  is 
brilliant  and  semi  prooflike.  A  Premium  Quality  coin  for  the  given  grade. 

It  is  believed  --  based  upon  estimates  by  Walter  Breen  —  that  only  963  examples  were  struck  of  the  first  quarter  eagle.  Interestingly,  these  were 
of  a  one-off  design,  a  motif  that  would  be  discontinued  after  these  963  coins  left  the  press.  Within  this  small  population  there  are  two  die  vari¬ 
eties  --  two  different  reverse  dies  differing  from  each  other  only  by  minute  details. 

Believed  to  have  been  designed  by  Robert  Scot,  the  1796  quarter  eagle  features  the  capped  head  (  bust  )  of  Liberty  facing  right.  The  field  is 
plain,  framed  only  by  a  low  raised  rim,  with  the  date  1796  below  the  bust. 

The  reverse  is  of  the  Large  or  Heraldic  Eagle  design  similar  to  the  one  used  on  all  gold  and  silver  denominations  ot  the  period.  It  was  adapted 
from  the  Great  Seal  of  the  United  States.  The  main  motif  depicts  an  eagle  with  a  shield  on  its  breast,  holding  an  olive  branch  and  arrows  in  its 
claws,  and  in  its  beak  a  ribbon  inscribed  E  PLUR1BUS  UNUM.  An  array  of  stars  lies  above,  with  clouds  forming  an  arc  from  one  wing  to  the 
other.  The  inscription  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  surrounds.  There  is  no  mark  indicating  the  denomination. 

Of  the  963  pieces  believed  to  have  been  minted,  it  has  been  estimated  by  David  Akers,  a  student  of  the  subject,  that  perhaps  as  rnany  as  30  to 
40  survive  today,  although  other  estimates  put  the  number  lower,  into  the  range  of  1 3  to  20  pieces.  Others  have  suggested  the  100  mark,  h  re¬ 
spective  of  which  estimate  one  chooses,  the  1796  quarter  eagle  is  famous  as  an  elusive  and  sought-after  early  Capped  Bust  American  gold 
coin.

orange  overtones  add  to  its  appeal.  Identifiable  by  three  small  lint  marks  in  the  obverse.  This  is  an  outstanding  Mint  State  example  and  a 
major  rarity  one  seldom  sees  offered  for  sale.  Both  sides  display  warm  orange-yellow  gold  surfaces  with  the  patina  noted  on  the  high  points 
as  well  as  covering  the  field  surface.  The  fields,  as  described,  are  prooflike  on  both  sides.  Very  minor  surface  marks  are  present.  What  might 
at  first  be  mistaken  as  adjustment  marks  are  actually  raised  die  lines  visible  at  the  upper  reverse  beneath  several  of  the  letters  in  STATES.  In 
the  2002  Bowers  sale,  the  lint  marks  are  described  as  follows:  "Most  important  are  the  several  obverse  lint  marks,  as  struck.  Today,  these  will 
serve  as  important  pedigree  markers.  Notable  among  these  is  one  that  crosses  Liberty’s  chin,  just  above  the  throat,  diagonally  from  the  right 
obverse  field.  This  is  a  perfect  match  for  the  John  Whitney  Walter  Collection  coin.  Lot  1790  in  Stack's  sale  of  that  collection.  This  coin  was  cat¬ 
aloged  by  Stack’s  as  ’Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated.  Possibly  the  Second  Finest  Known. ’” 

This  1796  quarter  eagle  type,  with  obverse  stars,  is  much  rarer  than  the  other  type  of  this  year,  the  No  Stars  issue.  The  issue  is  a  major  raritv  in 
Mint  State  condition,  with  just  a  handful  of  such  coins  known  per  the  accompanying  census.  Perhaps  only  one  or  two  other  uncertified  exam¬ 
ples  of  similar  caliber  are  known  today.  Only  432  struck,and  one  of  the  major  rarities  in  the  Quarter  Eagle  series.  Pop  1;  none  finer  (PCGS  #

Diagnostics:  Features  of  this  With  Stars  die  pair  include  the  digit  6  extending  beyond  the  bottom  edge  of  the  drapery  on  the  obverse  and  the 
raised  die  file  lines  through  TATE  on  the  reverse.  The  8  +  8  star  arrangement  on  the  obverse  is  unusual  with  a  spacious  field  between  star  1 
and  the  hair  curl;  this  caused  a  congested  appearance  of  the  stars  on  the  right.

the  year.  A  lustrous  untoned  example  with  lovely  clean  surfaces  and  just  a  touch  of  softness  in  the  centers  as  made.  One  of  a  pair  of  very 
choice  Mint  State  1802  quarter  eagles  in  this  sale,  the  coin  is  nicely  enveloped  in  frosty  luster.  Both  sides  are  problem  free,  we  might  add. 
Depositors  of  gold  bullion  in  those  days  preferred  the  half  eagle  over  the  quarter  eagle  as  being  more  in  line  with  similar-sized  European  gold 
coins,  and  few  coins  of  the  quarter  eagle  denomination  were  issued  between  1796  and  1807,  hence  their  extremely  low  mintage  figures.  The

341  1802,  2  over  1.  PCGS  graded  AU-55.  Untoned  with  reflective  surfaces.  What  is  most  in  full  view  when  we  examine  this  early  quarter  eagle  is 

its  rolling  golden  mint  bloom,  much  of  which  is  retained  on  both  sides  --  it  expands  over  each  side  hindered  by  only  a  few  abrasions  and  free 
of  even  a  trace  of  toning.  We  note  one  small  indentation  above  the  8th  star,  and  some  faint  adjustment  through  Liberty's  face  and  hair.  A  coin 
with  outward  charm  that  will  delight  the  serious  early  gold  collector.  A  halfhearted  impression  is  many  times  left  by  the  striking  of  the  dies 
that  made  this  year's  quarter  eagles,  but  this  example  shows  plainly  that  it  is  much  better  than  most.  The  few  weak  areas  seem  confined  to  the 
shield  and  wing  (at  left)  with  the  eagle's  claws  full  as  well  as  the  bundle  of  arrows  and  olive  branch. 

Die  characteristics:  The  date  logotype  on  this  quarter  eagle  appears  to  be  identical  to  that  used  for  the  1802  JR-4  bust  dime.  Interestingly,  the 
quarter  eagle  has  often  been  called  an  1802/1  overdate  in  past  literature,  while  we  do  not  recall  any  instances  of  the  dime  being  called  an 
overdate.  The  lower  right  serif  of  this  digit  is  connected  to  the  diagonal  by  a  short  die  line  while  the  upper  left  curve  is  connected  to  the  oppo¬ 
site  side  of  the  diagonal  by  a  second  die  line.  It  is  these  features  that  led  some  to  call  the  quarter  eagle  an  overdate.  It  is  now  the  opinion  of 
most  numismatists  that  these  merely  represent  slight  defects  to  the  date  punch  and  in  no  manner  suggest  there  ever  was  an  1802/ 1  overdate.

1342  1808.  NGC  graded  AU-55.  Well  struck  on  a  far  better  than  average  planchet  with  the  only  defect  a  minor  imperfection  at  stars  8  thru  10. 

Untoned  with  plenty  of  mint  luster  to  justify  this  lofty  grade.  Only  2710  struck  and  always  in  great  demand  as  a  one  year  type. 


The  reason  for  the  short  duration  of  the  rare  and  coveted  "Capped  Draped  Bust"  quarter  eagle  is  this:  Shortly  after  the  Philadelphia  Mint 
began  striking  the  coin,  it  ceased  quarter  eagle  production  entirely  due  to  lack  of  demand  from  bullion  depositors.  When  production  of  quar¬ 
ter  eagles  resumed  12  years  later  in  1821,  new  designs  had  been  introduced  for  half  eagles  of  1813  through  1820,  which  designs  the  quarter 
eagle  copied  (Sharing  designs  among  different  denominations  of  the  same  metallic  content  had  a  long  tradition  at  the  United  States  Mint.) 


The  engraver  responsible  for  the  1808  Capped  Draped  Bust  Left  design  (as  it  is  called)  was  John  Reich,  a  German  who  sold  himself  into  inden¬ 
tured  service  in  order  to  travel  to  the  United  States.  Reich  became  an  assistant  engraver  at  the  Mint  in  1807  and  assisted  the  aging  Robert  Scot 
with  design  and  die  preparation.  It  was  Reich  who  was  mainly  responsible  for  the  designs  used  on  the  1808  quarter  eagle  (first  for  the  half 
eagle,  on  which  they  were  introduced  in  1807). 


On  the  obverse.  Liberty  faces  left,  wearing  a  soft  cap  similar  to  the  fashionable  headgear  worn  by  women  of  the  dav.  It  is  inscribed  LIBERTY 
on  the  headband.  Her  bust  is  lightly  draped  (the  cap  and  drapery  give  the  coin  one  of  its  names).  The  reverse  first  used  on  the  half  eagle  in 
1807  as  well,  and  on  the  quarter  eagle  in  1808,  has  an  eagle  with  its  wings  outstretched,  head  over  its  shoulder.  It  grasps  an  olive  branch  (rep¬ 
resenting  peace)  in  the  right  claw  and  three  arrows  in  the  left  (for  war).  The  eagle's  head  direction  towards  the  olive  branch  implies  a  prefer¬ 
ence  for  peace  in  heraldry.  A  shield  overlays  the  eagle's  breast.  The  denomination  appears  below.  This  is  the  first  instance  of  a  denomination 
on  a  U.S.  gold  coin. 


Reich  made  this  single  obverse  and  reverse  die  pair  for  the  quarter  eagle.  Once  he  finished  the  dies  production  occurred  early  in  the  \  ear  the 
2,710  coins  were  all  delivered  February  26,  1808.  No  more  were  produced.  Pop  5;  30  finer  (PCGS  #  7660)

Few  other  early  types  win  the  competition  against  the 
Capped  Head  Left  series  of  quarter  eagles  minted  in  the 
1820s  and  1830s  for  dependably  low  mintage  and  rarity. 
Most  saw  the  insides  of  a  melting  furnace  within  a  few 
years  after  their  production  when  the  intrinsic  value  of  the 
gold  content  exceeded  the  face  value.  Among  the  most  dif¬ 
ficult  dates  in  the  series  to  acquire  in  Mint  condition  is  the 
1833.  In  fact,  it  is  surpassed  only  by  the  elusive  1834  With 
Motto,  an  issue  that  saw  almost  its  entire  production 
melted  before  it  could  be  released  into  circulation.  This 
vibrant  yellow-gold  specimen  comes  somewhat  soft  at  the 
centers  and  on  the  obverse  stars,  as  is  normally  seen.  There 
is  a  series  of  adjustment  marks  across  the  shield  on  the 
reverse.  An  key  offering  for  the  early  gold  specialist.  Only 
4,160  minted.  Pop  3;  8  finer;  6  in  64;  1  in  66;  1  in  67.  (PCGS

The  design  of  1829-1834  is  similar  to  that  of  1821-1827 
except  that  the  date  numerals,  stars,  and  letters  are  slightly 
smaller,  and  the  rim  appears  more  prominent.  The  entire 
effect  is  less  delicate  than  that  of  the  1821-1827  years.  The 
design  is  properly  attributed  to  John  Reich,  but  with  modi¬ 
fications  by  Chief  Engraver  William  Kneass.

1345  1838-C.  NGC  graded  MS-61.  In  NGC  holder  3093890-001.  Well  struck  with  stunning  golden-sunset  toning  that  deepens  naturally  about  the 

borders.  Only  7880  pieces  struck.  The  rich  toning  adds  significant  energy  to  the  luster  of  this  handsome  Mint  State.  Full  frosty  surface  from 
top  to  bottom.  Nicely  struck  for  the  date,  as  well;  here  Liberty’s  hair  is  bold  and  crisp,  remarkably  so!  For  its  part,  the  reverse  eagle  sports 
crisp  detail  throughout  its  wings,  neck  and  leg  feathers,  while  the  shield  is  complete  in  its  vertical  stripes  with  only  a  little  merging-together 
of  the  horizontals.  A  highly  prized  rarity  in  grades  of  About  Uncirculated  or  finer,  the  1838  Charlotte  Mint  $2.50  was  struck  in  limited  num¬ 
bers  since  this  year  saw  the  opening  of  the  mint  with  the  usual  attendant  problems  in  ramping  up  such  an  undertaking.  Most  of  the  quarter 
eagles  struck  this  year  went  into  pocket  change,  becoming  heavily  circulated,  before  being  retrieved  from  circulation.  No  doubt  the  low  mint¬ 
age  and  "C"  mintmark  plus  the  association  with  the  opening  of  this  Mint  propels  the  1838-C  to  the  forefront  of  quarter  eagle  types  in  Mint 
condition.  The  obverse  mintmark  location  only  occurs  in  1838-C  and  1839-C.  A  classic  rarity  in  Mint  condition  and  one  that  will  serve  to  be  a 
magnet  for  collectors  from  several  numismatic  areas,  all  with  one  thing  in  mind:  possession  of  this  key  quarter  eagle  rarity. 

1838-C  quarter  eagles  have  the  C  first  punched  low  and  touching  the  top  of  the  3  below,  then  repunched  in  a  higher  position.  Early  die  state 
before  extensive  breaks  occurred  on  the  reverse.  Pop  4;  6  finer;  3  in  62,  3  in  63.  (PCGS  #  7697) 

In  1838  the  so-called  Underground  Railroad  was  in  operation  and  provided  a  method  for  slaves  in  the  South  to  escape  to  the  North  or  to  Can¬ 
ada.  Clandestine  way  stations  were  set  up  in  14  Northern  states,  but  activities  were  greatest  in  Ohio,  which  serviced  a  stream  of  slaves  coming 
up  from  Kentucky.  It  is  estimated  that  about  500  to  1,000  slaves  escaped  each  year.  The  Anti-Slavery  Society’s  1838  token,  AM  I  NOT  A 
WOMAN  &  A  SISTER  (known  by  numismatists  today  as  Low-54),  was  among  the  copper  issues  that  achieved  wide  circulation.  In  Philadel¬ 
phia  on  May  17  a  crowd  burned  down  Pennsylvania  Hall  in  an  attempt  to  stop  anti-slavery  meetings  in  the  city.  Pro-slavery  advocates  spread 
rumors  that  freed  slaves  would  take  jobs  away  from  citizens. 

In  the  government's  continuing  exploitation  of  Native  Americans,  more  than  14,000  Cherokees  were  forced  by  federal  troops  under  the  com¬ 
mand  of  General  Winfield  Scott  ("Old  Fuss  and  Feathers")  to  walk  the  "Trail  of  Tears"  from  their  native  territories  in  Alabama,  Tennessee,  and 
Georgia  to  a  resettlement  area  800  miles  distant  in  Indian  Territory  west  of  the  Red  River.  About  4,000  Cherokee  people  died  en  route.

eagle.  What's  more,  ample  luster  is  evident  around  the  devices,  within,  and  stretching  far  out  across  the  fields  on  both  sides,  with  only  a  few 
light  hairlines  evident.  After  August  2,  1834,  earlier  gold  coins  continued  to  trade  at  a  premium  at  specie  and  bullion  dealers.  The  earlier, 
heavier  issues  were  referred  to  as  "old  tenor"  in  financial  journals.  Examples  of  the  P-mint  1834-39  Classic  Head  can  be  obtained  readily  in 
grades  from  Fine  through  Mint  State.  Branch  mint  coins,  especially  when  Mint  condition,  are  very  rare.  The  lowest  mintage  of  the  type  was 
registered  by  the  first  mintmark  issue,  the  1838-C,  of  which  only  7,880  were  struck.  Pop  24;  11  finer  (PCGS  #  7697) 

Historic  note:  Two  obverse  dies  and  three  reverse  dies  were  shipped  from  the  Philadelphia  Mint  to  Charlotte  in  1838,  but  it  seems  that  only 
one  pair  of  dies  actually  saw  use.  All  of  these  dies  were  later  destroyed  (in  1843).

18,140.  The  lowest  mintage  of  the  short-lived  William  Kneass  or  "Classic"  head  type  was  registered  by  the  first  mintmark  issue,  the  1838-C,  of 
which  only  7,880  were  struck.  The  mintmarked  issues  of  the  next  year,  1839-C,  1839-D,  and  1839-0,  are  all  scarce,  with  the  typically  encoun¬ 
tered  grade  being  Very  Fine  or,  occasionally.  Extremely  Fine.  Any  coin  in  Mint  State  grade  is  a  rarity.  At  the  time,  the  numismatic  community 
--  consisting  of  no  more  than  a  couple  hundred  widely  scattered  enthusiasts  —  took  no  note  of  mintmarks,  and  not  even  the  Mint  Cabinet 
saved  specimens.  Hence,  the  extremely  low  census  in  Mint  condition:  Pop  1;  2  finer  in  62.  (PCGS  #  7699) 


Three  die  varieties  for  1839-C  are  known,  this  example  being  variety  C.  Rather  than  being  an  overdate,  this  is  better  described  as  a  repunched 
date.  On  the  present  piece  extensive  die  breaks  can  be  found  on  both  sides. 


Identification  of  three  die  varieties:  A:  Mintmark  over  left  half  of  digit  3.  Tip  of  branch  stem  over  right  upright  of  D.  Usually  cracked,  neck  to 
right  wing.

die  crack  from  star  2  thru  star  9.  Lovely  golden  toning  on 
both  sides.  While  a  relatively  common  coin  in  lower  grades, 
the  '39-C  is  very  elusive  in  solid  AU  condition  or  higher 
with  tremendous  demand  from  collectors  at  this  level.  This 
is  an  attractive  example,  and  has  all  of  the  qualifications  for 
the  grade  and  then  some.  The  surfaces  are  frosty  and  light 
reddish-golden  with  only  minimal  abrasions  for  the  grade. 
What  seem  to  be  defects  on  many  1839-C  quarter  eagles  are 
actually  either  die  cracks  or  planchet  depressions  common 
to  this  variety.  First  of  the  Charlotte  Mint  quarter  eagles. 
And  distinctive  in  having  the  mintmark  on  the  obverse, 
above  the  date.  Orily  18,140  struck.  Pop  28;  8  in  58, 1  in  61, 
2  in  62  (PCGS  #  7699) 

The  story  of  the  Charlotte  Mint  begins  with  the  discovery 
of  gold  in  that  part  of  the  country.  Colonial-Era  America 
had  precious  little  in  the  way  of  domestic  mines,  leading  to 
a  general  shortage  of  metals  of  all  kinds.  This  situation  per¬ 
sisted  throughout  the  Revolution  and  the  early  years  of  the 
republic. 

Minor  gold  discoveries  were  made  in  the  region  of  the  Car- 
olinas  and  Georgia  in  the  early  19th  century,  but  then  came 
a  discovery  of  extensive  deposits  in  Mecklenburg  County. 
This  touched  off  the  nation's  first  gold  rush,  and  the  influx 
of  so  many  miners  only  increased  the  rate  at  which  gold 
discoveries  were  being  made.  Things  reached  a  fever  pitch 
during  the  1820s  and  '30s.  Eventually,  calls  went  out  for  the 
government  to  create  a  mint  to  handle  the  bullion  deposits. 
One  was  set  up  in  Charlotte,  North  Carolina  in  1838  and 
another  further  South  in  Dahlonega,  Georgia  that  same 
year.

Excellently 
struck  —  notably  so  -  including  far  more  details  than  aver¬ 
age  (but  not  needle  sharp)  definition  on  the  eagle's  neck 
and  shield.  A  highly  important  variety.  Only  a  few 
reported  in  Mint  condition. 

The  date  logotype  on  the  1842-D  is  high  and  more  deeply 
impressed  at  the  top  of  the  date  than  at  the  bottom,  indicat¬ 
ing  that  the  logotype  punch  was  not  driven  in  a  true  verti¬ 
cal  alignment.  Very  minor  traces  of  repunching  under  the 
1.  Reverse  has  the  D  mintmark  overlapping  a  feather,  with 
part  of  the  feather  visible  at  the  center  of  the  letter  and  a 
tiny  part  of  the  feather  extending  from  the  left  of  the 
upright. 

The  virtual  unavailability  of  such  pieces  should  be  empha¬ 
sized.  Stated  another  way,  never  in  the  history  of  numis¬ 
matics  has  anyone  ever  assembled  an  Uncirculated  set  of 
Dahlonega  Mint  quarter  eagles.

Struck  from  slightly  buckled  dies 
and  untoned.  This  is  the  rarest  C"  mint  coin  in  the  series 
with  a  mintage  of  only  2,988.  A  splendid  specimen  of  one  of 
the  more  elusive  and  also  most  distinctive  quarter  eagles  in 
the  Liberty  series.  There  is  a  noticeable  die  bulge  at  the 
point  of  the  bust  of  Miss  Liberty,  as  struck,  as  always  seen, 
and  no  doubt  this  bulge  was  responsible  for  the  early 
demise  and  replacement  of  this  die,  seemingly  after  only  so 
few  were  struck.  Rare  this  issue  is,  so  rare  that  the  Harry 
Bass  sale  offered  an  AU58  example. 

On  this  variety,  the  date  in  small  numerals,  all  in  the  same 
size  font.  The  logotype  was  punched  into  the  die  quite 
high,  about  three  times  closer  to  the  neck  truncation  than  to 
the  dentils.  The  aforementioned  bulge  is  very  distinct,  and 
likely  was  caused  during  die  preparation.  Walter  Breen 
writes  that  the  1843-C  Small  Date,  Crosslet  4  quarter  eagles 
were  delivered  on  April  28, 1843,  struck  from  a  pair  of  dies 
shipped  from  Philadelphia  on  December  23,  1842.  The 
small  date  numerals  are  similar  to  those  used  1840-1842.

Fairly  lustrous,  intermin¬ 
gled  with  original  orange-gold  patina  (indicating  long 
careful  storage  away  from  harmful  elements).  A  high  qual¬ 
ity  Mint  State  seldom  seen  among  quarter  eagles  of  this 
date  and  mint.  High  Condition  Census. 

In  his  work  on  the  subject,  Douglas  Winter  lists  just  one 
known  Mint  State  specimen.  Since  publication,  others 
have  been  certified  but  when  comparing  the  population 
figures  listed  below,  the  number  is  seen  to  be  very  small. 
The  Charlotte  specialist  will  wish  to  consider  this  opportu¬ 
nity  carefully  and  bid  strongly.  A  related  opportunity  may 
not  recur. 

(Population  numbers  should  be  taken  advisedly  since  such 
numbers  may  not  actually  represent  different  specimens; 
often  the  coins  are  resubmitted  for  possible  upgrades.) 

The  date  logotype  of  1844-C  is  very  deeply  punched  into 
the  die,  and  to  the  left.  The  top  of  the  1  touches  the  base  of 
the  neck  truncation,  while  the  lower  left  serif  of  the  1 
touches  a  dentil.  On  the  reverse  the  mintmark  is  large  and 
high,  embedded  in  the  arrow  feather,  with  a  small  part  of 
the  feather  visible  within  the  upper  curve.  Pop  5;  5  better 
in  62  (PCGS  #  7735)

the  very  rare  Mint  States  reported  (see  below).  Clearly,  this 
piece  overshadows  most  of  the  circulated  specimens 
offered,  and  it  may  even  surpass  a  few  of  the  choicer  Mint 
States  since  the  surface  here  is  outstanding. 

On  the  1845-D,  the  date  logotype  lies  close  to  and  possibly 
barely  touching  the  neck  truncation,  and  is  notably  sepa¬ 
rated  from  dentil  below,  but  still  close.  The  logotype  was 
punched  deeply  into  the  die  at  the  first  part  of  the  date  but 
weaker  toward  the  end.  Reflective  of  hand  processes  in  die 
making  of  the  era.  Reverse  with  D  mintmark  into  arrow 
feather,  but  no  traces  of  feather  within  the  opening.  Pop  2;

The  Coronet  (Guide  Book  preference)  or  Liberty  Head  or 
Braided  Hair  style,  by  Christian  Gobrecht,  appeared  on  the 
quarter  eagle  in  1840  and  was  continued  uninterruptedly 
through  1907,  the  longest  span  in  American  coinage  history  of  a 
design  in  use  without  major  change  or  alterations.  The  motif 
was  a  latecomer  to  the  quarter  eagle  denomination,  a  related 
motif  had  been  used  on  the  $5  beginning  in  1839  and  the  $10  in 
1838. 

The  obverse  depicts  Miss  Liberty,  her  hair  in  a  bun  secured  with 
a  string  of  beads,  wearing  a  coronet  inscribed  LIBERTY,  facing 
left,  her  head  circled  by  stars,  and  with  the  date  below. 

The  reverse  depicts  an  eagle  with  a  shield  on  its  breast,  perched 
on  an  olive  branch  and  holding  three  arrows.  The  inscription 
UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA,  2  1/2  D.  surrounds.  The 
diameter  was  further  reduced  from  the  larger  1821-34  With 
Motto  series  and  was  set  at  18mm.

Only  10,220 
minted.  A  major  rarity  in  such  high  grade.  Acceptable  for 
the  grade.  A  rarely  offered  year  in  Mint  condition,  far  finer 
than  usually  seen.  David  Akers  called  this  date  "One  of  the 
rarest  C-Mint  quarter  eagles,  particularly  in  high  grade." 
Walter  Breen  wrote,  "Usually  VF  to  EF,  prohibitively  rare 
AU."  Douglas  Winter  called  the  date  "Unknown"  in  Mint 
State,  although  several  are  now  recorded,  including  a 
PCGS  MS64  —  the  finest  known  —  offered  by  Bowers  (but 
unsold)  in  a  March  2004  sale.  Of  those  that  were  minted,  it 
appears  that  nearly  all  went  into  circulation,  seeing  consid¬ 
erable  use  and  becoming  heavily  worn  in  the  process.  The 
exact  story  of  the  present  piece  is  not  known,  but  its  very 
special  quality  tells  us  that  it  was  preserved  with  care, 
unlike  the  majority  from  the  Charlotte  Mint.

1849-D.  NGC  graded  MS-60.  Boldly  struck  in  natural 
greenish  color  gold  and  untoned.  Some  scattered  tiny 
marks  about  the  extreme  rims  on  the  reverse.  Only  10,945 
struck.  Highly  lustrous.  Very  well  struck  on  obverse  and 
reverse,  notable  as  such.  A  beautiful  piece  which  at  this 
level  is  a  rarity.  Douglas  Winter,  in  his  excellent  Gold  Coins 
of  the  Dahl onega  Mint  1838-1861,  seems  to  have  forgotten 
the  Fairfield  coin  in  his  enumeration,  as  he  states  that  just  a 
single  Mint  State  piece  is  known  to  him.  In  the  years  since 
publication,  more  fhan  a  dozen  have  surfaced  and  been  cer¬ 
tified  (with  possible  duplicates  in  the  database). 

Following  several  years  when  Dahlonega  Mint  production 
was  elevated,  the  quantities  for  the  1849-D  quarter  eagle 
were  more  modest.  Three  die  pairs  were  on  hand  in  Dahlo¬ 
nega,  but  how  many  die  varieties  exist  has  not  been 
researched.  As  a  class,  1849-D  $2.50  pieces  are  elusive  in  all 
grades. 

Date  logotype  left  and  high,  about  twice  as  close  to  the  neck 
truncation  as  to  the  dentils.  Repunching  at  the  first  date 
digit  is  more  noticeable  under  high  magnification.  Reverse 
mintmark  high,  with  interior  about  half  filled  with  a  diago¬ 
nal  portion  of  the  arrow  feather.

It  is  a  fact 
that  the  1850-C  is  generally  thought  to  be  the  second  most 
available  C-mint  quarter  eagle  from  the  1850s.  Neverthe¬ 
less,  the  issue  becomes  increasingly  scarce  in  the  higher 
grades  with  few  Mint  State  examples  offered  for  sale.  The 
peripheral  details  on  this  agreeable  coin  are  much  sharper 
than  average,  which  makes  it  an  example  that  is  strongly 
struck.  Some  of  the  interior  areas  show  some  softness, 
noticeable  along  the  eagle's  feathers  and  talons,  but  it  is 
important  to  focus  on  the  fact  that  the  reverse  die  used  here 
was  only  activated  for  a  portion  of  the  '50-C  production 
and  was  its  first  and  only  usage.

7,295  struck.  Pure  and  simple,  this  is  a  classic  quarter  eagle 
rarity  in  high  grades,  especially  so  in  choice  Mint  State  as 
seen  here.  Charlotte  struck  very  few  of  these,  virtually  all  of 
which  made  it  into  circulation  and  therefore  the  few  survi¬ 
vors  are  in  much  lower  grades.  We  note  the  lustrous,  desir¬ 
able,  and  definitely  un-circulated  surfaces  of  this  specimen 
bedazzle  the  eye  with  their  vibrant  golden  glow.  Then,  too, 
we  see  none  of  the  usual  haze  or  dullness  over  the  luster. 
As  to  the  strike,  this  specimen  really  excels.  Noted  expert 
Doug  Winter  wrote  in  his  reference  on  the  series  that 
"Weak  strikes  are  the  rule  for  this  date.  The  obverse  is  often 
blurry  on  the  hair  around  Liberty's  ear.  The  reverse  is 
always  weaker  than  the  obverse;  the  center  and  eagle's 
claws  are  invariably  very  weak...."

We  note 
some  light  scattered  marks,  none  of  which  are  worthy  of 
mention.  Only  7,295  struck.  The  various  branch  mint  1854 
issues  are  all  rarities,  especially  in  high  grades  when  it 
comes  to  the  C  and  D  mints.  Virtually  the  entire  issue  circu¬ 
lated  into  much  lower  grades  than  seen  here.  We  note  the 
surfaces  are  a  bright  yellow  gold  color,  and  we  see  none  of 
the  haze  or  toning  over  the  luster.

Ominous  talk  of  pending  civil  war  was  rampant  in  1856,  and 
there  was  a  real  feeling  of  national  crisis  when  Republicans 
gathered  to  choose  their  first  presidential  candidate  at  Philadel¬ 
phia's  Musical  Fund  Hall  in  mid-June,  in  the  city  and  the  year 
that  this  quarter  eagle  was  minted  (The  new  Republican  Party 
was  born  in  1854  at  a  meeting  in  Ripon,  Wisconsin.  In  part,  it 
was  an  umbrella  party  that  took  in  members  of  the  rapidly  dis¬ 
integrating  Whig  Party,  abolitionists,  Free-Soilers  and  anti-sla¬ 
very  Democrats.).

Frosty  for  the  issue,  as  seen  here,  the  bright-gold  sur¬ 
face  with  acceptable  level  of  irregular  surface  quality,  only 
a  few  random  bagmarks.  It  is  easy  to  see  this  piece  was  not 
delivered  a  sufficient  blow  by  the  dies,  possibly  they  were 
worn  beyond  their  normal  use  period;  the  strike  was 
imparted  left  a  soft  image  due  to  their  worn  condition. 

Winter's  book,  Charlotte  Mint  Gold  Coins,  reinforces  by 
implication  our  sentiment:  "The  1856-C  has  the  dubious 
honor  being  among  the  most  poorly  struck  of  all  Charlotte 
quarter  eagles.

A  most  elusive  coin  to 
find  in  this  pleasing  grade,  and  this  is  without  doubt  one  of 
the  top  dozen  or  so  left  in  coin  collections.  The  strike  is 
complete  on  the  obverse  stars  and  curls  of  Liberty,  with 
similar  clear  detail  on  the  eagle's  shield  and  claws.

A  few  scattered  hairlines  and  marks  appear  on  both 
sides;  nonetheless,  plenty  of  frosty  mint  luster  remains  to 
justify  this  lofty  grade.

impression  with  intensely  lustrous  surfaces  throughout.  An 
untoned  beauty  and  a  Premium  Quality  coin  for  the  grade. 
One  of  the  key  rarities  in  the  Dahlonega  mint  series.  Only 
2,244  minted.  An  exceptional  specimen,  a  Condition  Cen¬ 
sus  piece.  First  of  all,  the  grade  is  far  from  the  usual  Very 
Fine  or  Extremely  Fine  1859-D,  and  in  fact,  it  ranks  close  to 
the  highest  echelon.  Further,  and  perhaps  as  important,  the 
coin  has  a  far  above  average  strike.  Scholars  have  made 
special  note  that  the  dentils  of  the  various  C  and  D  mint 
quarter  eagles  and  few  are  this  separated  and  distinguish¬ 
able,  this  being  different  than  the  typical  mushy  coin.

the  first  in  the  Proof  Three-dollar  series  for  which  the  Guide  Book  lists  a  mintage  figure.  A  total  of  80  pieces  struck  is  reported  in  federal 
archives,  but  it  seems  absurd  that  all  of  these  coins  were  distributed  by  year's  end  considering  the  meager  number  of  auction  appearances  (see 
census  below).  Mint  Director  Colonel  James  Ross  Snowden's  campaign  to  market  Proofs  to  collectors  was  in  its  formative  period,  and  we 
agree  with  Bowers  and  Winter  that  upwards  of  two-thirds  of  the  original  mintage  may  have  been  melted  as  unsold.  Today,  possibly  a  dozen 
Proof  1859  $3  gold  pieces  are  believed  to  exist,  the  present  sparkling  Gem  Proof  65  certainly  one  of  the  most  appealing. 

Both  sides  are  nicely  frosted  in  finish  with  sleek,  reflective  fields  supporting  the  bold  devices.  Even  yellow-gold  color  throughout,  there  are 
no  blemishes  that  are  worthy  of  note.  Pedigree  concerns  alone  cause  us  to  mention  a  tiny  spot  in  the  field  below  the  letter  U  in  UNITED.  With 
solid  technical  merits  and  infinite  eye  appeal,  this  coin  could  easily  become  a  showpiece  in  an  advanced  Type  collection  of  U.S.  gold,  or,  if  the 
challenge  be  taken,  in  an  even  more  advanced  Proof  date  collection  of  $3  gold!

The  year  1866:  The  first  big  cattle  drive  took  place  this  year  as  "cow-boys"  as  they  were  called  drove  260,000  head  from  Texas  to  the  meat 
packing  plants  of  Kansas,  Missouri,  and  Iowa.

ing  representative  of  this  exceedingly  rare  issue,  and  it  is  the  only  Ultra  or  Deep  Cameo  specimen  known  to  the  two  major  grading  services. 
Fully  struck,  satin-textured  devices  appear  to  float  atop  deep  pools  of  mirrored  reflectivity  in  the  fields.  The  delicate  surfaces  have  obviously 
been  well  cared  for  since  the  day  of  issue,  and  an  even  endowment  of  warm  yellow-gold  color  is  also  a  praiseworthy  attribute. 

As  with  the  Proof  1868,  the  1869  has  an  original  mintage  of  a  mere  25  coins.  Of  this  already  limited  total,  only  12  or  perhaps  14  pieces  have 
survived,  including  several  held  in  museum  collections.  For  the  collector  or  investor  seeking  a  truly  rare  coin,  the  Proof  1869  Three-Dollar 
gold  piece  comes  highly  recommended. 

Simply  put,  all  Proof  Three-Dollar  gold  pieces  are  rare  coins.  Some  are  exceedingly  so,  such  as  the  pre-1859  issues  which  were  produced  in 
unknown,  although  presumably  extremely  limited  quantities.  Two,  the  1875  and  1876,  enjoy  heightened  demand  from  date  collectors  as 
Proof-only  deliveries.  Others  are  the  focus  of  nearly  the  same  degree  of  buyer  attention  due  to  paltry  original  mintages  for  their  identically 
dated  business  strike  counterparts.  Examples  from  this  final  group  include  the  1881,  1883  and  1885.  As  for  the  remaining  issues,  none  can 
even  be  remotely  described  as  common.  In  fact,  the  most  frequently  encountered  Proof  Three  in  today's  market,  the  1888,  has  an  extant  popu¬ 
lation  of  fewer  than  150  coins  -  definitely  a  limited  total  when  viewed  in  the  wider  context  of  numismatics.  Pop  1;  finest  graded  and  the  only 
graded  Ultra  Cameo  at  either  service.

Historic  note:  The  origins  of  this  odd  denomination  stretch  all  the  way  back  to  1832,  when  Representative  Campbell  P.  White  of  New  York 
introduced  a  bill  calling  for  minting  of  a  three-dollar  gold  piece  with  a  weight  of  75  grains.  The  bill  never  reached  a  vote,  however,  and  it 
would  be  several  years  before  the  federal  government  returned  to  the  idea  of  authorizing  a  three-dollar  gold  piece.  In  1851,  Congress  reduced 
the  postal  letter  rate  to  three  cents  while  simultaneously  authorizing  the  Mint  to  strike  three-cent  pieces  in  low-fineness  silver  to  expedite  pur¬ 
chase  of  stamps.  The  Mint  Act  of  February  21, 1853,  while  best  known  for  reducing  the  weight  of  most  silver  coins  and  adding  arrows  at  Kith 
sides  of  their  dates,  also  included  a  clause  authorizing  production  of  a  three-dollar  gold  piece.  Apparently,  Congressional  leaders  anticipated 
that  this  denomination  would  expedite  exchange  of  three-cent  silver  rolls  and/or  purchase  of  full  sheets  of  three-cent  stamps.  Business  strikes 
and  Proofs  were  produced  every  year  from  1854  through  1889  with  the  exception  of  1875  and  1876,  when  only  Proofs  were  struck.

The  coinage  act  of  1890  called  for  the  prohibition  of  the  minting  of  the  three-dollar  gold  piece,  stating,  "the  piece  shall  not  be  struck  or  issued 
by  the  Mint  of  the  United  States."  The  provisions  of  the  act  also  stipulated  that  the  current  circulation  of  the  coins  was  to  be  called  in  and  with¬ 
drawn  and  that  "all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed." 

Essentially,  not  only  did  this  act  demonetize  the  three-dollar  (along  with  the  gold  dollar),  but  it  also  repealed  and  ended  the  gold  dollar  as 
being  "the  unit  of  value",  or  statutory  standard  of  the  monetary  system  of  coinage  --  hence  ending  the  short  lived  "gold  standard",  as  declared 
in  the  coinage  act  of  1873.

This  includes  the  exemplary  eye  appeal, 
well  above  average  in  the  present  instance,  the  detail  in  the  main  devices,  and  the  natural  vibrancy  from  long  years  in  an  hygenic  environ¬ 
ment  free  from  contaminants.  The  piece  displays  a  bright  yellow-gold  intensity.  It  really  electrifies  the  numismatist  "genre"  in  any  Type  of  this 
denomination.  The  $4  Flowing  Hair  Stella  is  ideal  for  a  U.S.  gold  Type  set,  or  simply  as  a  single,  stand-alone  Great  Rarity  to  include  in  a  port¬ 
folio  of  gold  and  related  coins.  Again,  without  mincing  words,  this  is  one  of  the  most  attractive  Proof  65s  we  have  been  privileged  to  auction, 
considering  the  fairly  large  number  of  gold  rarities  that  have  passed  through  our  sales. 

The  $4  Stella  was  promoted  by  John  A.  Kasson,  United  States  minister  to  Austria  in  1879.  Kasson  chaired  the  Committee  of  Coinage,  Weights, 
and  Measures  earlier  in  his  career  and  was  an  advocate  of  a  metric  coinage  that  could  be  used  universally  throughout  Europe  and  the  Ameri¬ 
cas.  Kasson’s  proposal  was  forwarded  to  the  U.S.  Mint  bureau  with  the  $4  Stellas  the  result.  The  Philadelphia  Mint's  two  engravers,  Charles  E. 
Barber  and  George  T.  Morgan,  were  responsible  for  designs  of  the  $4  gold  piece.  Barber  made  this  prototype  of  Liberty  with  loosely  flowing 
hair,  known  quite  naturally  today  as  the  Flowing  Hair  type.  Morgan's  Liberty  has  her  hair  in  a  coil  and  coiffed,  the  Coiled  Hair  tvpe.  Patterns 
in  gold  (and  other  metals)  were  struck  in  1879  and  again  in  1880,  but  none  were  ever  made  for  circulation.

This  particular  specimen  shows  horizontal  striations  on  the  obverse  through  Liberty's  hair  and  we  also  note  that  the  reverse  die  is  slightly 
rotated  counter  clockwise  by  about  15  degrees.  Identifiable  by  a  small  lintmark  just  by  Liberty's  hair  braid  which  is  useful  for  tracing  the 
provenance.  There  is  also  a  short  lintmark  the  links  the  1  in  the  date  to  the  neck  point  above.  A  very  rare  and  impressive  coin  for  the  advanced 
numismatist. 

Reflective,  Prooflike  bright  greenish  yellow  gold  fields  sport  cameo  contrast  from  the  devices.  A  few  minor  hairlines  and  other  minute  blem¬ 
ishes  are  evident.  On  the  reverse  there  is  a  small  pit  in  the  planchet  close  to  the  dentils  and  right  of  the  final  A  of  AMERICA,  in  addition  to  this 
there  are  three  short  lint  marks  surrounding  that  same  letter.  It  is  suggested  that  just  10  examples  were  struck,  although  a  few  more  may  have 
been  made  unofficially  given  the  recorded  population  data.  It  has  not  known  for  certain  who  designed  the  star-reverse  die  for  all  four-dollar 
gold  coins.  Obverse:  large  date  logotype  that  appears  identical  to  the  Flowing  Hair  Stellas.  Reverse  die:  D  in  UNITED  is  widely  doubled,  the 
original  placement  above  final  position  and  most  prominent  on  the  post  of  that  letter. 

The  coiled  hair  design  was  George  T.  Morgan's  landmark  design.  It  incorporates  a  bust  of  Liberty  with  her  hair  in  braid  bunched  at  the  back 
of  her  head  with  a  small  crown  inscribed  LIBERTY  above  her  forehead.  The  obverse  inscription  matched  the  Flowing  Hair  design  and  stands 
for  6  grams  of  gold.3  silver  and  .7  copper,  which  was  the  metric  alloy,  these  being  America's  second  metric  coins  after  the  Shield  nickel  or  5- 
gram  five-cent  pieces  of  1866-1883.  It  is  believed  that  most  of  these  were  struck  using  standard  mint  90  percent  gold  and  10  percent  copper. 
This  particular  specimen  has  appeared  in  several  auctions  over  the  years. 

According  to  the  Heritage  sale  description  of  this  piece  earlier  in  the  decade,  "In  the  Report  of  the  Director  of  the  Mint  for  fiscal  year  ended 
June  30, 1867,  Henry  R.  Linderman  discussed  the  concept,  stating  that  problems  included  some  countries  emphasizing  gold  and  others  silver. 
The  three  principal  moneys  of  the  world  were  the  American  dollar,  the  British  pound  sterling,  and  the  French  franc.  Linderman  observed  that 
it  would  be  necessary  to  bring  them  into  harmony.  He  foresaw  that  a  coin  of  about  the  $5  denomination  would  be  useful,  but  that  it  would 
have  to  be  made  lighter  or  heavier  in  certain  countries.  As  an  example,  if  the  weight  of  the  British  sovereign  were  to  be  used,  then  the  Ameri¬ 
can  $5  gold  coin  would  have  to  be  made  lighter,  causing  a  legal  problem  in  America  with  regard  to  the  fulfillment  of  contracts  payable  in  gold 
coins  of  specific  standard.  He  recalled  that  this  ground  had  been  covered  before,  and  that  the  Mint  had  written  to  the  Department  of  the  Trea¬ 
sury  on  December  31, 1862,  and  that  nothing  new  had  been  learned  since." 

"It  would  be  important  to  also  note  that  many  powers  were  at  work  trying  increase  their  sales  of  silver  to  the  mints,  as  silver  as  a  metal  had  lit¬ 
tle  industrial  value  and  was  almost  exclusively  for  coinage.  Reps.  Richard  P.  "Silver  Dick"  Bland,  John  Adam  Kasson  and  William  Darrah 
Kelley  had  high  hopes  of  promoting  a  new  international  coin  which  would  use  some  of  their  abundant  silver.  Of  course,  the  mints  would  pur¬ 
chase  their  silver  at  artificially  inflated  prices.  Their  prodding  resulted  in  the  metric  alloys  proposed  in  these  Stellas.  One  can  only  imagine  the 
consternation  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  that  now  had  to  alloy  gold  with  additional  silver  and  copper,  and  these  $4  Stellas  had  to  be  prepared 
using  alloys  different  from  all  other  gold  coinage  of  their  day."

The  strike  is  crisp  in  most  peripheral  areas, 
though  some  lack  of  detail  may  be  found  at  the  hair  curls  in  the  center  as  well  as  at  the  left  and  right  sides  of  the  shield  on  reverse,  typical  of 
the  coins  of  1806  including  those  from  other  denominations  as  well.

The  Round  6  (a.k.a.  Knobbed  6  in  many  reference  books)  is  a  one-off  variety,  the  only  use  of  this  obverse.  In  the  date,  all  four  numerals  are 
small  and  squat,  with  8  and  0  leaning  left.

Die  note:  One  interesting  feature  about  this  piece  that  Dannreuther  mentions  in  his  die  variety  guide  is  the  large  9  punch  employed  on  this 
die.  It  is  much  larger  than  the  other  digits,  possibly  from  the  punch  set  that  was  used  for  the  Large  Date  varieties  in  1810.  The  partial  numeral 
under  the  9  does  not  seem  to  match  the  curve  of  an  8  or  this  9.  As  with  many  other  early  gold  issues,  one  sometimes  has  to  draw  the  best  con¬ 
clusion  that  can  be  found  from  the  existing  examples.  Traditionally,  all  1809  half  eagles  are  described  as  1809/8.  As  with  the  other  dies  made 
during  the  employ  of  John  Reich  at  the  mint,  star  13  has  a  small  notch  out  of  one  point  (that  which  is  closest  to  the  rim  dentils).  Some  believ e 
this  is  his  secret  signature"  as  such  an  anomaly  could  not  be  explained  otherwise  (Reich  worked  at  the  mint  from  1807  until  1817.).

This  is  the  year  John  Jacob  Astor,  a  German  immigrant  who 
eventually  became  the  richest  man  in  America,  organized 
the  Pacific  Fur  Company.

In  1810, 
the  vast  majority  of  Americans  lived  in  a  narrow  region 
hugging  the  East  Coast  of  the  continent,  with  only  a  few 
sparsely  settled  villages  inland.

In  1810,  the  U.S.  population  was  7,239,881  (The  3rd  U.S. 
census  listed:  1,211,364  slaves;  186,746  free  Negroes;  and 
60,000  immigrants.)  Between  1810  and  1830,  as  the  popula¬ 
tion  grew  from  new  arrivals  and  natural  population 
growth,  over  two  million  people  left  the  eastern  States  for 
the  West.  However,  the  Westward  migration  put  pressure 
on  the  indigenous  peoples. 

A  famous  leader  of  the  time  was  Tecumseh  (spelled  vari¬ 
ously  Tecumtha,  Tecumthe,  and  Tikamthi)  —  an  Indian 
chief  of  the  Shawnees  who,  with  his  brother  Tenskwatawa 
(The  Prophet),  tried  to  unite  the  Indians  in  the  western  part 
of  the  U.S.  against  the  whites.  In  1810  he  told  President 
Madison's  messenger: 

These  lands  are  ours.  No  one  has  a  right  to  remove  us, 
because  we  were  the  first  owners.  The  Great  Spirit  above 
has  appointed  this  place  for  us,  on  which  to  light  our  fires, 
and  we  will  remain.  As  to  boundaries,  the  Great  Spirit 
knows  no  boundaries,  nor  will  His  red  children  acknowl¬ 
edge  any.

More  often  than  not  frosty  for  the  issue,  as  seen  here,  though  rarely  with  near-pristine  surfaces,  the  bright  golden  surface  is  nearly  superb 
with  few  distracting  bagmarks.  We  note  a  tiny  mark  above  the  eagle's  head;  a  faint  scuff  line  in  the  frost  lies  behind  the  head  on  the  obverse.

The  extraordinary  Gem  MS65  we  offer  is  tied  with  a  handful  of  others  for  the  finest  Wide  5D,  and  is  one  of  the  most  delightful  we  have 
ever  sold  at  auction.  It  ranks  high  among  all  Mint  State  Capped  Draped  Bust  survivors  of  this  sought-after  Type.  Pop  10;  none  finer.  (PCGS

The  Wide  5  D  variety  (there  are  two  1812  die  varieties  known)  is  the  more  available  of  the  two,  and  it  is  also  one  of  the  more  often  seen  variet¬ 
ies  of  the  Capped  Draped  Bust  type  of  1807-12.  For  connoisseurs  of  numismatic  minutiae  (but  of  little  relevance  to  the  activ  e  buy  er  of  rare 
high  quality  early  U.S.  gold),  there  are  two  curious  die  lines  seen  on  the  reverse  of  many  coins  of  this  variety.  According  to  the  Dannrouthei 
reference,  "they  may  be  graver's  marks  or  some  other  'injury’to  the  die.  One  begins  at  the  rim  about  two  o'clock,  passes  to  the  left  of  A(M1  h-

T  he  Hi  itish,  our 
adversaries  in  the  War  of  1812,  set  into  motion  their  plan  for  a  three-part  invasion  of  the  U.S.:  Chesapeake  Bay,  Lake  Champlain,  &  the  mouth 
of  Mississippi  River.  The  British  were  eventually  turned  back  at  Baltimore  harbor.  But  on  August  24-25,  1814,  their  forces  burned  Washing- 
ton,  D.C.  and  the  Capitol.  President  and  First  Lady  Madison  fled  the  White  House.  Then,  in  September  1814,  came  the  Battle  of  Plattsburgh 
(Lake  Champlain),  where  the  U.S.  forces  secured  our  northern  border  with  a  stunning  victory  over  a  larger  Br.tish  force.  On  December

To  permit  America's  gold  coins  to  circulate  at  par  —  which 
they  had  not  done  since  1815  —  Congress  reduced  the 
authorized  weight  of  the  various  denominations  through 
the  Act  of  June  28,  1834.  On  August  2,  1834,  the  new  stan¬ 
dard  went  into  effect.  For  the  quarter  eagle  the  weight  was 
reduced  from  8.75  grams  to  8.36  grams. 

To  readily  distinguish  the  new  coins  from  the  old,  modified 
designs  were  introduced.  Chief  Engraver  William  Kneass 
created  what  we  call  the  Classic  Head  today.  The  head  of 
Liberty  faces  left,  her  hair  secured  by  a  band  inscribed  LIB¬ 
ERTY  in  raised  letters,  13  stars  circling  her  head,  and  with 
the  date  below. 

The  reverse  depicts  an  eagle  with  a  shield  on  its  breast, 
perched  on  an  olive  branch  and  holding  three  arrows. 
UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  and  5  D.  surrounds.  The 
motto  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM,  used  on  half  eagles  since  1795, 
was  omitted.

Extremely  choice  surfaces  and  broad,  framing  rims  with  nearly  complete  dentils  (only  those  at  the  lower  left  obverse  lack  detail).  A  satiny 
beauty  from  the  Charlotte  Mint  and  a  prize  for  the  collector  of  C-mint  half  eagles.  Nicely  detailed  in  all  places.  What  is  important  about  a  rar¬ 
ity  like  this  is  that  so  few  are  traced  in  high  conditions.

Walter  Breen  attributes  a  mintage  of  4,595  pieces  to  the  1842  Small  Date  variety  and  23,589  to  the  Large  Date  variety,  indicating  that  the  ratio 
was  approximately  1  to  4.  Douglas  Winter  estimates  that  35  to  40  are  known  of  the  Small  Date  and  65  to  70  of  the  Large  Date,  a  more  conser¬ 
vative  assessment.  Concerning  the  date,  during  this  post-Jacksonian  period  in  our  history,  date  sizes  were  in  flux  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint 
and  certain  denominations  in  the  years  1842-1846  are  found  with  variable  sized  date  punches  (as  well  as  mintmark  punches).

tury.  The  early  issues,  particularly  the  scarce  Southern 
branch  mint  Lots,  are  uniformly  of  outstanding  quality 
from  the  collection  formed  by  a  noted  specialist  in  the 
series.  The  Classic  Head  and  Liberty  Head  dates  and  variet¬ 
ies  represent  some  of  the  finest  business  strikes  obtainable 
during  decades  of  collecting.  Many  outstanding  Mint  States 
included  in  the  present  sale,  such  as  this  exemplary  1844-C 
five. 

A  hard  to  believe  array  of  natural  luster  supports  bright 
vibrant  highlights.  Nicely  struck  with  the  design  compara¬ 
ble  to  the  best  preserved  C-mint  specimens  of  this  denomi¬ 
nation,  including  almost  razor-sharp  feathers  on  the  eagle 
(only  the  right  claw  is  rounded)  and  full  legends  and  date.

Of  historic  interest  in  the  history  of  the  Charlotte  Mint  is  an 
incident  that  occurred  early  on  the  morning  of  Saturday, 
July  27,  1844.  Superintendent  Green  W.  Caldwell  had  been 
ill  the  Friday  before  and  was  not  present  when  a  fire  was 
discovered.  Small  and  contained  to  a  single  room,  the  fire 
might  easily  have  been  extinguished  by  the  reservoir  of 
water  used  to  supply  the  boilers,  but  no  one  took  the  initia¬ 
tive  to  do  this.  Nearly  the  entire  Mint  structure  was 
destroyed  and  much  of  the  machinery  damaged.  Fortu¬ 
nately,  the  mint's  bullion  supply  had  been  removed  tor 
safekeeping  to  the  Branch  Bank  of  the  State  of  North  Caro¬ 
lina,  and  the  treasurer's  account  books  had  been  spared 
destruction. 

1  here  were  many  recriminations  following  this  costly  tire 
though  no  satisfactory  explanation  for  its  cause  was  ever 
proved.  Superintendent  Caldwell  maintained  that  his  quar¬ 
ters  had  been  robbed  and  that  the  fire  was  set  b\  the  thiet  to 
cover  his  tracks.  A  servant  named  Calx  in  was  briefly  held 
as  the  suspected  thief,  but  he  was  later  released.  1  he  t  bar* 
lotte  mint  did  not  reopen  for  business  until  1846.

(rare  in  a  Charlotte  Mint  gold  coin).  A  unsuccessful  strike  is 
often  to  blame  for  the  low  grade  survival  rate  of  C-mint 
half  eagles.  Yet,  with  this  coin  nearly  every  part  of  the 
design  was  left  sharp  after  the  rebound  of  the  dies.  The 
photographs  reveal  all;  further,  close-up  inspection  under 
5x  or  lOx  magnification  can  detect  only  the  minutest  con¬ 
tact  marks  in  the  fields  and  on  some  of  the  design,  the  most 
notable  being  a  tiny  scuff  behind  the  hair  bun  and  another 
below  the  ear.

luster  and  untoned.  Some  scattered  light  contact  marks  on 
both  sides,  none  of  which  are  too  serious  and  are  commen¬ 
surate  for  this  numerical  grade.  Only  28,457  coins  struck. 
Nicely  struck  but  with  a  few  flat  lower  stars  as  often 
encountered  on  this  date  and  mint.  Liberty  and  the  eagle 
are  impressively  bold.  Desirable  too  is  the  state  of  the 
fields,  which  show  an  almost  entire  avoidance  of  marks, 
the  most  visible  one  being  near  the  lowest  arrowhead  on 
the  reverse.  Luster  abounds  throughout.  The  1856-C  is  one 
of  the  scarcer  dates  from  this  Mint.

1856-D.  PCGS  graded  MS-63.  An  intensely  lustrous  beauty 
exhibiting  rich  golden  sunset  colors.  The  borders  are  nice 
and  wide  with  most  of  the  stars  fully  defined  while  the  cen- 
teres  are  a  trifle  soft  as  made.  Only  19,786  pieces  minted. 

The  1856-C  is  a  rare  half  eagle  delivery  of  the  Charlotte 
Mint.  The  issue  ranks  sixth  in  overall  ranking  among  the  24 
deliveries  in  this  series.  The  strike  is  about  as  one  could 
realistically  expect  for  a  gold  coin  from  this  coinage  facility. 
There  are  a  few  central  areas  where  incompleteness  of 
detail  can  be  seen  on  both  sides.  Warm  color  as  mentioned 
flows  over  soft,  satiny  luster.  With  none  but  the  most  trivial 
abrasions  scattered  about,  this  coin  is  markedly  choicer 
than  the  typically  offered  Mint  State  survivor  with  many 
detracting  marks.

The  1858-C  is  a  relatively 
obtainable  issue  in  all  grades  but  that  does  not  mean  it  is 
frequent  in  Mint  condition,  not  by  a  country  mile!  Choice 
Mint  State  pieces,  in  particular,  are  highly  prized  items  and 
when  available,  tend  to  be  the  focus  of  strong  bidding 
activity.  The  striking  details  are  prominent  for  their  crisp¬ 
ness  here.  There  is  some  minor  weakening  in  the  dentils  on 
the  obverse  and  reverse;  centers  are  extremely  bold.  In  line 
with  the  MS63  grade,  the  fields  are  bright  and  frosty  with  a 
slightly  reflective  sheen.  The  only  significant  surface  marks 
are,  as  already  described,  a  few  rough  areas  around  the 
eagle  (done  at  the  time  of  minting,  more  likely  than  not); 
otherwise  there  are  no  flaws,  tarnish  streaks,  or  edge 
bumps.  In  short,  a  very  respectable  high  grade  example.  If 
you  have  allotted  yourself  only  one  C  or  D  mint  gold  coin 
purchase  out  of  this  sale,  and  desire  a  choice  one,  then  we 
direct  your  attention  to  the  present  1858-C  half  eagle  as  it 
makes  it  a  good  candidate  for  such  a  purchase.

wide  borders  and  rims  and  a  touch  of  softness  in  the  cen¬ 
ters.  An  intensely  lustrous,  untoned  example.  Only  15,362 
struck.  Outstanding  detail  and  as  well  struck  over  both 
sides  with  sharp  detail  noted  at  the  peripheral  areas  and  if 
not  the  centers.  Attractive,  brilliant  gold  color  covers  both 
sides  as  well.  There  are  some  light  hairlines  and  softening 
in  the  luster  accounting  for  the  MS60  grade.  It  is  unlikely 
that  a  more  original  example  of  this  issue  exists,  however, 
and  we  highly  respect  the  collector  who  ends  up  with  it.

A  few  faint  hairlines  in  the  fields  struggle  to  gain 
your  attention,  but  the  bold  detail  on  Liberty  and  otherwise 
clean  surfaces  throughout  give  it  the  edge.  One  tiny  rim 
mark  between  stars  3  and  4.

10,366  coined.  The  surfaces  are  radiant  and  each  side  has  a 
nice  veneer  of  warm  orange-gold  patina  that  whips  and 
tosses  as  it  alternates  between  lighter  and  darker  shades. 
This  is  a  nicely  struck  example  exhibiting  fine  detail  to  all 
the  high  points,  barring  only  stars  2  &  10,  the  lovelock  curl 
below  Liberty’s  ear,  and,  on  the  reverse,  some  minor  detail 
softening  in  the  eagle's  neck  feathers  only  (other  areas  very 
crisply  defined).

with  all  the  stars  fully  defined.  A  very  choice  Brilliant 
Uncirculated  example  boasting  frosty  and  satiny  mint  lus¬ 
ter,  all  with  delicate  golden  sunset  toning.  This  lustrous 
half  eagle  with  the  popular  (and  rare)  D  mintmark  was 
made  at  Dahlonega,  Georgia,  which  issued  gold  coins 
exclusively  from  1838  until  1861.  A  coin  whose  highly 
pleasing  luster  and  almost  ostentatious  eye  appeal  gives  it 
an  advantage  over  competing  specimens  in  our  opinion. 
Pay  no  heed  to  the  minor  weakness  at  the  eagle's  neck  since 
this  is  seen  on  all  specimens  and  has  been  taken  into  con¬ 
sideration  by  the  graders  of  PCGS.  A  coin  that  has  plenty  of 
material  for  thought,  plus  a  wealth  of  American  history 
supporting  it;  one  of  the  more  romantic  gold  issues  since 
barely  six  months  after  is  was  struck,  the  drums  of  war 
began  to  beat  when  the  South  severed  its  allegiance  to  the 
Northern  states.  The  start  of  the  Civil  War  meant  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  end  for  the  Dahlonega  branch  mint.  Once  it 
closed  in  1861,  it  would  never  reopen.  A  refreshing  beauti¬ 
ful  specimen  for  the  connoisseur  of  high  quality  gold  coins.

1477  1869-S.  PCGS  graded  MS-61.  A  nice  untoned  example.  One 

stray  mark  in  the  field  below  the  chin.  Very  rare  in  mint 
state.  Only  31,000  minted.  The  strike  is  finely  detailed  on 
this  handsome  half  eagle,  with  just  a  touch  of  high-point 
weakness  to  keep  us  from  saying  that  it  is  "razor"  sharp. 
Although  a  few  stray  abrasions  are  as  expected,  such  as  the 
one  mentioned,  this  coin  has  attractive  old-gold  finish,  and 
taken  as  a  whole  offers  the  attraction  of  a  finer  specimen. 

Like  most  half  eagles  from  this  era,  the  1869-S  issue  circu¬ 
lated  heavily  on  the  West  Coast  and  in  the  Basin-and-Range 
province  of  Nevada,  Utah  and  Arizona.  This  contrasts  with 
states  east  of  the  Mississippi  where  circulating  gold  and  sil¬ 
ver  was  virtually  unavailable  due  to  the  competing  green¬ 
back  currency  which  upset  the  monetary  balance  from  the 
Civil  War  until  1879.  Certified  survivors  of  the  1869-S  half 
eagle  tend  to  grade  VF  or  EF.  In  Mint  condition  the  issue  is 
as  rare  as  it  gets:  Pop  1;  1  finer  in  62.  (PCGS  #  8318) 

1869:  the  year  of  the  Golden  Spike.  Promontory  Summit  in 
Utah  was  the  center  of  worldwide  attention  when  the  driv¬ 
ing-in  of  the  golden  spike  joined  the  Central  Pacific  and 
Union  Pacific  railraods.  The  ceremony  took  place  on  May 
10, 1869.  What  happened  next  is  almost  entirely  absent  from 
school  history  texts:  Because  of  the  shoddy  manner  in 
which  the  rail  lines  were  laid  on  the  heavily  government 
subsidized  system,  work  began  almost  immediately  to 
reconstruct  the  entire  project!  Three  years  after  the  cele¬ 
brated  meeting  at  Promontory  Summit  the  Union  Pacific 
Railroad  was  bankrupt. 

As  for  the  spike  itself,  the  golden  spike  was  made  of  17.6- 
karat  (73%)  copper-alloyed  gold,  and  weighed  14.03  trov 
ounces  (436  g).  It  was  dropped  into  a  pre-drilled  hole  in  the 
laurel  ceremonial  last  tie,  and  gently  tapped  into  place  with 
a  silver  ceremonial  spike  maul.  The  spike  was  engraved  on 
all  four  sides.  Immediately  afterwards,  the  golden  spike 
and  the  laurel  tie  were  removed  and  replaced  with  a  regular 
iron  spike  and  normal  tie.  At  exactly  12:47  p.m.  on  Mav  10, 
1869,  the  last  iron  spike  was  driven,  finally  completing  the 
line.

Unstoppable  luster  sweeps  flamboyantly 
under  the  golden  highlights,  while  a  few  stray  marks  are  all 
that  keeps  this  from  a  higher  grade.  We  note  a  small  inden¬ 
tation  at  Liberty's  nose  bridge,  and  another  on  the  cheek  at 
the  lips.  The  strike  is  strong  save  for  a  limited  area  of  light¬ 
ness  at  the  eagle's  neck  feathers,  a  common  occurrence  with 
the  low-mintage  S-mint  half  eagles  struck  in  the  1870s.  Pop 
12;  1  finer  in  61.  (PCGS  #  8324) 

1871:  A  Vermont  tanner  invented  a  process  of  tanning  buf¬ 
falo  hide  in  1871, 'which  made  it  commercially  usable.  In 
1872,  the  slaughter  began.  With  government  approval, 
marksmen  and  skinners  moved  in,  and  by  1878  the  great 
southern  buffalo  herd,  estimated  at  10  million  head,  had 
been  wiped  out.  Then  the  hunters  moved  north  and  slaugh¬ 
tered  another  5  million.  The  hunters  often  moved  onto 
Indian  land.  If  the  Indians  objected  and  drove  the  hunters 
out,  the  Army  would  come  in  and  destroy  all  of  the  Indi- 
ans'possessions,  forcing  them  to  surrender  or  face  the  ele¬ 
ments,  without  homes,  horses,  food,  or  tools.  Between  1860 
and  1889,  the  number  of  Great  Plains  buffalo  was  reduced 
from  50  million  to  551.  P.  T.  Barnum  opened  his  circus  in 
Brooklyn  in  1871,  billing  it  as  "The  Greatest  Show  on 
Earth."

1479  1876.  NGC  graded  AU-58.  Untoned  with  some  luster  still 

visable.  Very  scarce  date.  1,432  minted.  An  elevated  degree 
of  luster  springs  to  life  beneath  bright  gold  and  somewhat 
granular  highlights  due  to  surface  contact  with  other  coins. 
Yielding  only  one  time  at  the  reverse  on  the  eagle's  neck 
feathers,  more  detail  can  be  found  here  than  on  the  typical 
example  of  the  rare  1876  date.  A  carefully  graded  example 
that  should  attract  bidding  attention.  Pop  8;  4  finer;  2  in  61; 
1  in  62;  1  in  64.  (PCGS  #  8339) 

We  pick  two  events  from  numerous  choices  with  which  to 
illustrate  the  American  scene  in  1876:  Mark  Twain's  "The 
Adventures  of  Tom  Sawyer"  was  published,  sold  by  sub¬ 
scription,  and  became  a  best  seller  (It  was  banned  by  the 
Denver  Public  Library.)  And  for  the  sports  fan,  baseball's 
National  League  was  founded.  Before  the  organization  of 
the  National  League,  amateur  games  were  riddled  with 
extralegal  practices  such  as  bribery  and  betting.  The  cre¬ 
ation  of  professional  teams  with  the  founding  of  the 
National  League  in  1876,  subject  to  one  set  of  enforceable 
rules,  formalized  the  American  pastime.

According  to  a  researcher  at  Stack's  "the  Philadelphia  Mint  achieved  the  fashionable  orange-peel  fields  through  a  secret  process.  This  is  quite 
remarkable  to  study,  the  fields  appear  perfectly  reflective  to  the  unaided  eye,  but  when  a  magnifier  is  used,  the  fields  break  up  into  tiny  inter¬ 
locking  facets  which  have  an  appearance  similar  to  sun  dried  mud  which  has  cracked  into  millions  of  fragments.  This  coining  technique  was 
perfected  on  Proof  gold  coinage  of  the  period,  and  probably  involved  a  combination  of  striking  pressure  and  highly  polished  dies  (on  the 
fields),  while  the  devices  and  lettering  were  frosted  using  a  short  acid  bath  to  create  the  textured  or  frosty  appearance.  The  combination  of  the 
frosted  devices  and  mirror  fields  produces  the  Cameo  effect,  which  is  quite  strong  on  the  first  few  coins  struck  from  the  dies..."  It  is  definitely

The  satiny  luster,  rather  than  whip¬ 
ping  and  tossing  in  the  frosty  frivolity  seen  on  the  Liberty  head  half  eagles,  displays  instead  alternate  shades  of  sedate,  persuasive  satin  to  vel¬ 
vety  smooth  finish.  These  travel  between  lighter  and  darker  shades  as  the  toning  exposes  the  underlying  surface  under  direct  light.  The  grade 
explains  in  part  this  coin's  pre-eminence:  far  in  advance  of  other  1909-0  Indian  fives  as  the  luster  goes,  so  too  are  the  designs.  The  designs  (or 
devices  if  you  will),  are  boldly  struck  in  all  areas  with  pinpoint  detailing  on  the  mintmark,  the  headdress  feathers,  and  throughout  the  eagle 
and  its  claws.  When  bidding  begins,  those  who  are  not  bidding  should  watch  closely  out  of  the  corner  of  your  eyes  those  who  are  bidding  (Do 
not  to  make  them  self-conscious  by  staring  directly,  you  understand).  Watch  as  they  wiggle  a  little  in  their  chairs  once  the  bid  rises  and  the 
tempo  intensifies;  notice  their  foreheads  start  to  bead  with  sweat  (or  is  that  a  spreading  gray  at  the  temples?)  when  the  understanding  dawns 
that  unless  a  bold  courageous  bid  is  driven  home  to  the  auctioneer,  all  will  be  for  naught.

This  example  is  extremely  sharp,  as  are  nearly  all  matte  Proof  gold  half  eagles.  The  surfaces  have  the  typical  grainy  appearance  with  myriad 
tiny  bright  golden  sparkles  when  held  under  a  light.  This  coin  is  pretty  much  "as  struck,"  the  surfaces  free  of  any  blemishes  or  spotting.  This 
Indian  half  eagle  has  an  interesting  history  as  the  portrait  is  of  a  real  person,  not  one  imagined  by  the  artist.  Along  with  quarter  eagles  the 
Proofs  of  1908  to  1915  all  struck  in  a  matte  or  sandblast  finish  using  the  until-then  novel  "recessed  relief"  format,  the  first  occurrence  of  this 
feature  on  an  American  coin. 

Throughout  this  period,  Philadelphia  Mint  was  preparing  different  types  of  finish  for  the  Proof  coins  each  year:  light  sand-blast,  dark  sand¬ 
blast,  and  Roman  finish  (no  sand-blast).  The  truth  is,  all  Proof  half  eagles  of  this  type,  when  first  struck,  were  of  the  Roman  gold  finish  which 
has  a  satiny  and  lustrous  appearance.  Then,  excepting  in  1909  and  1910,  the  struck  coins  were  subjected  to  varying  amounts  of  sand-blasting 
to  pepper  the  surface  with  this  diamond-faceted  appearance.  Breen's  description  of  the  finish  for  the  1911  issue  was:  "Matte  finish,  dull  and 
darker  than  uncirculated.,  nearest  to  1908  but  differing  minutely  in  texture  of  grain."  Mintage  for  the  1911  half  eagle  in  Proof  was  limited  to 
the  few  coins  which  collectors  would  buy.

1517  1795. 13  leaves  Below  Eagle.  BD-1.  NGC  graded  MS-64.  A  fantastic,  intensely  Brilliant  Uncirculated  example  exhibiting  a  needle-sharp  strike 

on  a  remarkably  clean  planchet. 

This  astonishing  (and  quite  beautiful)  early  eagle  traces  to  the  Freedom  Collection  sold  by  the  firm  of  Heritage  Auction  Galleries.  In  that  sale, 
a  foundation  of  sorts  was  laid  for  the  coin's  historic  significance  (from  which  we  quote):  "The  ten  dollar  gold  pieces,  given  the  name 
'eagle/were  the  largest  gold  coins  produced  by  the  first  U.S.  Mint  from  1795  through  1804.  Like  all  early  gold  coins,  these  pieces  did  not  carry 
an  actual  denomination  as  part  of  the  design.  John  Dannreuther  explains:  The  eagle  was  the  second  gold  denomination  struck  by  the  United 
States  Mint.  Calling  it  a  denomination  is  actually  a  misnomer.  Even  though  a  gold  eagle  was  denominated  as  a  ten-dollar  coin,  our  forefathers 
traded  gold  by  the  tale.  [Tale,  in  this  instance,  means  count  or  tally,  a  number  of  things  taken  together  (i.e.,  the  weight  and  purity  of  an  indi¬ 
vidual  coin)  ]  The  weight  and  purity  were  the  only  things  important  to  merchants  and  individuals  -  money  was  gold,  and  gold  was  money. 
In  most  cases,  transactions  of  even  a  nominal  sum  had  to  be  settled  in  gold,  especially  whenever  governments  were  involved.  There  really 
was  no  need  at  first  for  a  stated  denomination  on  either  gold  or  silver  coins,  because  it  was  known  that  our  coins  would  be  under  extreme 
scrutiny  and  would  likely  be  assayed  by  foreign  mints  and  others  as  to  their  weight  and  purity . 

"In  his  new  reference  Early  U  S.  Gold  Coin  Varieties,  Dannreuther  provides  estimated  mintages  for  every  variety,  as  well  as  estimates  of  the 
number  of  survivors  for  elch  variety.  The  only  thing  we  know  for  sure  is  the  number  of  die  marriages  known  from  1795  through  1804  (32) 
and  the  total  mintage  for  that  period  (132,714  coins  including  122  pieces  reserved  for  assay).  By  using  the  midpoint  of  Dannreuther  s  survival 
estimates,  we  can  also  establish  an  approximate  survival  rate  for  the  series  of  --5  /<>. 

What  a  low  survival  ratio!  It  is  no  wonder  coins  like  this  are  the  creme  de  la  creme  of  numismatics  in  21st  Century  America.  BD-1  is  consid¬ 
ered  to  be  the  first  variety  struck  in  1795.  "Quite  a  few  examples  survive  in  Mint  State  grades,  explains  the  Freedom  Cohechon  Description,

die  chips  noted  in  the  planchet.  A  lustrous  example  of  our  first  gold  coin.  The  date  on  the  BD-1  variety  is  the  most  closely  spaced  of  the  year 
and  the  top  of  the  1  is  very  close  to  the  curl  while  the  top  of  the  5  overlaps  the  bust.  Star  11  very  near  Y  with  two  lumps  as  top  left  of  Y  (these 
are  key  identifiers  of  the  variety). 

Only  a  few  examples  remain  in  Mint  State  grades,  barely  enough  to  supply  the  growing  cohort  of  numismatists  of  means  who  will  have  to 
settle  for  a  bidding  tussle  to  finally  obtain  one.  A  fair  number  of  the  Mint  quality  survivors  have  traces  of  prooflike  fields,  much  as  this  coin 
does.  We  cannot  fail  to  see  this  coin  becoming  anything  other  than  the  highlight  of  a  major  early  gold  Type  collection.  Because  1795  is  the  ini¬ 
tial  release  of  the  denomination,  the  importance  of  this  handsome  Mint  State  61  example  will  be  established  for  decades  to  come.  Pop  18;  37 
finer.

Historic  note:  Mintage  of  only  three  denominations  --  the  dime,  the  silver  dollar,  and  the  10-dollar  coin  officially  called  the  eagle  —  sufficed  to 
commit  American  coinage  firmly  to  the  decimal  system  in  the  early  days  of  the  U.S.  mint.  For  years  it  seemed  that  coinage  of  these  denomina¬ 
tions  had  no  other  purpose,  according  to  Breen,  since  they  enjoyed  little  circulation.  As  it  turned  out,  in  the  first  few  decades  the  Mint's  prin¬ 
cipal  output  consisted  of  one  denomination  in  each  metal:  gold  half  eagles,  silver  half  dollars,  and  copper  cents.  The  half  eagle  seems  to  have 
been  favored  because  its  bullion  value  was  conveniently  close  to  that  of  many  foreign  coins  of  the  period  (British  guineas  and  sovereigns, 
1  rench  louis  d'or  and  24  Livres  coins,  Portuguese/ Brazilian  4,000  Reis  and  2  Escudos,  etc.);  the  half  dollar  because  of  its  size;  cents  primarih 
as  an  alternative  to  privately  made  copper  tokens.  The  10-dollar  eagle,  though  specially  named  in  the  Coinage  Act  of  1792  as  our  nation’s  gold 
monetary  unit,  was  for  various  reasons  inconvenient  for  international  trade.

There  is  a  short  hairline  scratch  in  the  field 
between  D  and  S  on  the  reverse.  A  touch  of  weakness  is  seen  at  the  eagle's  breast  and  legs  on  the  reverse,  as  well,  but  here  it  is  probably  that 
a  design  flaw  is  the  culprit,  since  the  high  point  of  the  opposite  side  lies  opposite  this  area  on  Small  Eagle  tens  of  1795-97  which  often  did  not 
allow  for  sufficient  metal  flow  into  the  deepest  die  recesses.  The  luster  that  remains  is  located  around  the  stars  and  legends  mainly,  with  a  few 
traces  of  frost  in  the  portrait.

Under  the  terms  of  the  Coinage  Act  of  1792,  the  obverses  of  all  the  coins,  copper,  silver,  and  gold,  had  to  depict  Liberty,  then  as  now  an  alle¬ 
gorical  female  figure.  The  reverses  of  the  silver  and  gold  coins  had  to  depict  an  eagle.  With  those  requirements  in  force,  and  a  requirement 
that  certain  inscriptions  appear  on  all  the  coins,  mint  engraver  Robert  Scot  set  to  work  in  1795  on  the  eagle  designs. 

The  gold  eagle  obverse  depicts  a  bust  of  Liberty  facing  right  and  wearing  a  soft  cap  (not  the  pileus  or  Liberty  cap  found  on  the  Liberty  cap 
half  cent  and  cent,  among  other  U.S.  coins).  Liberty's  hair  flows  freely,  down  over  her  truncated  shoulders. 

LIBERTY  occupies  the  under  border  above  and  to  the  right  of  the  portrait,  with  stars  arranged  along  the  back  of  her  head  and  from  the  Y  in 
LIBERTY  to  the  tip  of  the  bust.  The  number  of  stars  and  their  arrangement  and  exact  positioning  of  LIBERTY  vary  from  year  to  year. 

The  first  reverse  that  of  1795-97,  depicts  the  mandatory  eagle,  which  some  believe  Scot  copied  from  a  sketch  or  engraving  of  a  first  century 
A  D  onyx  cameo  held  in  a  museum  in  Vienna.  The  eagle  holds  a  small  wreath  aloft  in  its  beak  and  a  palm  branch  in  its  talons.  The  eagle's 
wings  are  outstretched.  The  inscription  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  encircles  the  design.

When  the  small  eagle  design  was  revised  in  1797,  it  bore  the  same  obverse  as  before,  but  a  new  reverse,  generally  known  as  the  heraldic  eagle 
or  large  eagle. 


I  he  eagle  gazes  to  the  left  on  the  new  design  and  holds  in  its  beak  a  ribbon  inscribed  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM,  a  Latin  phrase  connoting  One 
Among  Many.  A  shield  is  mounted  on  the  eagle's  breast.  The  eagle  holds  a  bundle  of  arrows  in  its  right  talons  (the  viewer's  left)  and  an  olive 
branch  in  its  left  talons,  and  is  similar  to  that  found  on  the  Great  Seal  of  the  United  States. 

L  Y 1 1 F  DSrAlESOI  A  MERIC  A  encircles  the  design,  as  on  the  small  eagle  1797.  A  semicircle  of  clouds  stretches  from  wing  to  wing,  with  13 
stars  positioned  between  the  clouds  and  the  eagle  in  arrangements  that  vary  from  die  to  die. 

Mint  engraver  Koberi  Burt  s  new  reverse  was  introduced  on  the  eagle  in  mid-1797,  so  eagles  of  this  year  are  found  with  both  reverse  design 
types  The  estimated  mintage  of  the  1797  capped  bust,  heraldic  eagle  $10  is  10,940.

The  eagles  of  1798  are  rarely  offered  in  Mint  State  grade  at  public  auction,  and  we  are  very  pleased  to  be  able  to  offer  this  stunning  Mint  State 
62  9x4  stars  specimen.  This  lovely  example  shows  the  usual  greenish-gold  tint  common  to  early  tens.  The  obverse  has  a  number  of  very  shal¬ 
low,  horizontal  adjustment  marks.  Because  they  are  so  shallow  they  could  be  mistaken  roller  marks  (seen  on  much  later  issues  such  as  Mor¬ 
gan  silver  dollars),  but  since  they  cover  most  of  that  side,  and  are  present  on  both  the  devices  as  well  as  in  the  fields,  they  can  only  be 
adjustment  marks.  Needless  to  say,  they  do  little  to  detract  from  the  coin's  gleaming  overall  quality  because  they  are  so  trivial;  nevertheless, 
we  feel  mention  should  be  made  for  accuracy's  sake.

Historic  note:  Robert  Scot's  designs  for  this  denomination  copied  those  of  the  quarter  eagle  and  half  eagle.  Liberty  s  fully  shaped,  draped  and 
capped  effigy  continued  from  1795-97;  the  heraldic  eagle  derived  from  that  of  the  Great  Seal  of  the  United  States,  continued  as  on  the  other 
denominations  with  the  same  mistake:  the  warlike  arrows  are  in  the  dexter  or  more  honorable  claw,  outranking  the  olive  branch  for  peace. 

The  Eagles  of  1798  have  only  13  reverse  stars,  evidently  immediately  following  Mint  Director  Boudinot's  decision  to  stop  adding  a  new  star 
for  every  new  state. 

The  two  great  rarities  of  this  period  are  the  two  varieties  dated  1798/7.  The  two  deliveries  of  [900]  and  [842],  Feb.  17  and  28  1798  are  believed 
to  comprise,  respectively,  Breen-6836  with  stars  9  +  4,  and  Breen-6837  with  stars  7  +  6.  Coinage  of  eagles  was  interrupted  thereafter  until  May 
14, 1799.  Early  breakage  of  both  obverse  dies  may  have  been  why.

Historic  note  of  the  1876  Centennial:  One  of  the  high  spots  of  the  Centennial  Exposition  held  in  Philadelphia  in  1876  was  the  starting  of  the 
great  70-foot-tall  Corliss  steam  engine,  the  wonder  of  the  day,  which  turned  the  machinery  in  Machinery  Hall.  Dorn  Pedro,  the  emperor  of 
Brazil,  accompanied  by  President  Ulysses  S.  Grant,  turned  on  the  power  which  put  the  huge  machine  in  motion.  It  was  purchaed  by  the  Pull¬ 
man  (railway)  Company  following  the  close  of  the  Exposition  and  for  many  years  ran  in  its  plant  at  Chicago.  Built  by  George  Corliss,  it  was 
the  largest  steam  engine  in  the  world.  Of  engines  like  the  Corliss,  William  Dean  Howells  wrote,  "In  these  things  of  iron  and  steel  the  national 
genius  speaks."

A  rare  and  desirable  transitional  Type,  one  of  a  mere  500  coins 
made  without  intentions  of  circulation,  technically  making  the  Wire  Edge  ten  a  pattern  (Judd-1774).  This  issue  was  the  closest  the  mint  came 
to  making  the  ten-dollar  design  as  conceived  by  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens  and  Theodore  Roosevelt.  The  presently  offered  coin  has  subtly  var¬ 
iegated  colors,  marvelous  luster,  and  only  the  smallest  marks,  none  of  which  we  find  need  to  be  singled  out,  nothing  out  of  the  ordinary.  The 
die  polishing  marks  (common  to  all  specimens)  are  more  prominent  in  the  reverse  fields.  Overall  the  coin  has  a  lovely  vibrant  satiny  sheen.

The  story  on  this  issue  is  delightful  and  is  always  worth  repeating.  President  Teddy  Roosevelt  took  it  upon  himself  to  replace  the  designs  on 
our  national  coinage.  In  a  letter  to  the  famed  sculptor  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens,  Roosevelt  called  the  coin  designs  then  in  circulation  "atro¬ 
ciously  hideous",  and  further  asked  for  Saint-Gaudens  help  in  redesigning  the  coinage.  Saint-Gaudens  had  sworn  he  would  never  work  for 
the  mint  under  any  circumstances  after  submitting  a  magnificent  design  for  the  official  medal  of  the  1892  Columbian  Exposition.  Saint-Gaud¬ 
ens  submission  featured  a  magnificent  portrait  of  Columbus,  with  the  reverse  of  a  Grecian  youth,  unashamedly  naked,  holding  torch  and 
wreaths  to  crown  the  victors.  The  controlling  Board  of  Gentlemen  Managers  of  the  Exposition  accepted  Saint-Gaudens  models  and  displayed 
them.  Soon  the  naked  youth  came  to  the  attention  of  Anthony  Comstock,  founder  of  the  Society  for  the  Suppression  of  Vice,  who  at  once 
denounced  the  Saint-Gaudens  reverse  as  "obscene",  and  began  a  torrent  of  verbal  abuse  at  the  sculptor  and  the  Exposition.  Comstock  also 
wielded  his  immense  power  in  Congress.  The  Board,  afraid  to  stand  up  to  the  fanatic,  or  to  defend  Saint-Gaudens  from  fundamentalist  prud¬ 
ery,  withdrew  the  reverse  and  asked  Charles  E.  Barber  to  design  a  replacement,  predictably  notable  in  its  banality.  Saint-Gaudens,  infuriated, 
swore  he  would  go  to  his  grave  before  having  anything  to  do  with  the  Mint  Bureau  again. 

Fourteen  years  after  that  painful  incident.  President  Theodore  Roosevelt  used  his  friendship  with  Saint-Gaudens  to  persuade  him  to  design 
his  official  inaugural  medal.  Roosevelt  confided  to  Saint-Gaudens  his  "pet  crime"  of  wanting  to  redesign  Barber's  coinage.  This  seemed  plau¬ 
sible  with  Roosevelt  in  the  White  House.  Roosevelt  specifically  wanted  to  see  the  beauty  and  dignity  displayed  on  Greek  coins  on  America's 
coinage.  Saint-Gaudens  took  on  the  challenge,  and  began  to  produce  models,  just  as  his  health  declined.  Saint-Gaudens's  pupil,  Henry  Hering 
stepped  into  Saint-Gaudens's  shoes  and  completed  the  finishing  touches  on  the  designs  and  Roosevelt  used  all  his  influence  to  have  dies 
made  under  Hering's  supervision.  Barber  hated  the  personal  slight,  and  fought  the  Roosevelt/Saint-Gaudens  project  every  step  of  the  way. 

At  last,  dies  were  completed  for  these  magnificent  eagles.  Having  no  edge,  the  wire  rim  became  a  problem  when  the  coins  were  stacked,  so 
they  would  tip  over,  not  to  mention  being  a  handy  dirt  collecting  device.  Barber  demanded  they  be  redesigned,  and  sabotaged  the  project  at 
every  turn.  Roosevelt  persisted,  and  Hering  continued  to  press  for  the  original  designs.  Nevertheless,  Barber's  sabotage  paid  off,  and  the  orig¬ 
inal  concepts  were  changed  in  late  1907,  reducing  the  relief  adding  rims  to  the  eagles  and  double  eagles  designed  by  Saint-Gaudens.  Mean¬ 
while  Saint-Gaudens  died  before  any  were  coined,  never  seeing  his  magnificent  coins  in  circulation.  This  particular  coin  is  closest  to  Saint- 
Gauden's  original  design,  on  later  issues  the  periods  were  dropped,  then  the  design  was  changed  a  bit  by  Barber  for  the  more  common  no 
periods,  "Type  III". 

Saint-Gaudens  had  originally  hoped  to  have  a  full  standing  figure  of  Liberty,  but  Roosevelt  wanted  only  Liberty's  head,  so  as  not  to  detract 
from  the  stunning  full  person  of  Liberty  on  the  double  eagle.  Saint-Gaudens  chose  the  figure  of  Nike  from  his  General  Sherman  monument 
(1905)  for  the  obverse  head,  Roosevelt  then  requested  the  Indian  war  bonnet  be  added,  possibly  to  conceal  the  Sherman  monument  connec¬ 
tion,  and  thus  minimize  protests  from  the  South.  No  Native  American  woman  would  have  worn  such  a  war  bonnet,  but  the  powers  that  be 
insisted,  so  there  it  is  (See  Breen's  Encyclopedia  for  more).

Flawless  revolving  gold  surfaces  combine  with  an  essentially  perfect  strike  to  make  this  a  breath-taking  Gem  specimen  of  the  first  date  and 
type  of  the  Saint-Gaudens  design.  Edges  are  raised  and  boldly  defined  with  a  "rolled"  look  not  seen  on  other  1907-dated  issues.  The  rim  is 
there  to  protect  legends  and  devices  from  wear  in  circulation  and  during  stacking  in  bank  coin  trays.  The  announcement  that  this  coin  was 
never  handled  or  in  circulation  should  come  as  no  surprise,  for  the  glow  from  the  surface  is  rich  with  vibrancy  and  life,  metaphorically  speak¬ 
ing.  Around  the  inner  margin  are  13  stars  and,  on  the  reverse,  the  usual  legend  (but  without  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST);  and  the  somewhat  indis¬ 
tinct  detail  convinced  Mint  Superintendent  John  S.  Landis  that  it  made  the  coins  look  sweated,  (his  word)  or  super-heated  to 
"sweat  "measurable  amounts  of  gold  from  genuine  coins.  The  coin  itself  is  identifiable  from  the  few  others  in  this  grade  by  a  pair  of  hnv  marks 
on  the  right  leg  of  the  eagle  (one  is  horizontal  and  below  it,  a  slightly  larger  diagonal  contact  mark).  You  can  generally  tell  a  coin  s  character 
from  its  features.  And  collectors  who  have  an  instinct  for  "character"  will  spot  it  in  this  coin  in  a  heartbeat.  I  ut  simply,  this  spectacular  rarity 
is  destined  to  be  a  centerpiece  in  some  high-quality  gold  collection  featuring  only  the  finest  and  rarest  treasures  in  American  numismatics.

Augustus  Sa int-Gaudens'so-called  "Indian"  Head  Eagles  are  more  properly  a  concoction  of  his  creative  genius  hav  ing  to  mold  itself  to  the 
political  realities  of  coin  design.  Read  some  of  Walter  Breen  s  acidic  commentary  on  how  this  special  coin  came  about.  1  oi  the  new  eagle 
design,  Augustus  St.  Gaudens  [sic]  (in  consultation  with  Pres.  Theodore  Roosevelt)  decided  to  use  not  a  standing  figure  but  a  head,  feeling 
that  the  heroic  effect  of  any  standing  figure,  as  chosen  for  the  double  eagle,  would  be  lost  in  smaller  diameter.  The  President  disgusted 
beyond  measure  at  what  he  called  our  atrociously  hideous’coinage,  had  asked  St.  Gaudens  to  design  replacements. 

The  profile  St.  Gaudens  chose  originated  in  a  figure  of  Nike  ('Victory'part  of  his  Gen.  Sherman  Monument  (1905),  ultimately  inspired  by  a 
1  lellenistic  Wingless  Victory  on  the  temple  of  Zeus  Soter.  at  Pergamon.  At  Pres.  Roosevelt's  insistence,  and  for  no  other  reason,  St.  Gaudens 
gave  this  head  a  nationalistic  character  by  the  absurd  addition  of  a  feathered  war  bonnet,  such  as  neither  Ms.  Liberty  nor  any  Native  Ameri¬ 
can  woman  would  have  ever  worn."  _ _ _ _

Unlike  the  pre-1920  Indian  tens  which  have  a  satiny  finish,  the  1933-dated  coins  (of  which  almost  all  known  examples  are  Mint  State)  display 
decidedly  frosted  mint  luster.  This  piece  has,  in  addition  to  a  golden-orange  hue,  shades  of  natural  reddish-gold  color  from  the  10%  copper 
alloy  used  to  improve  wearability  of  America's  .900  Fine  gold  coins.  The  surfaces  are  exceedingly  clean  even  for  a  Gem,  with  virtually  no 
abrasions  on  the  face  and  neck,  and  only  two  slight  contacts  from  stacking  at  the  eagle's  wing  below  the  P  in  PLURIBUS.  The  design  details 
are  razor-sharp  throughout,  as  expected,  the  1933  issue  being  one  of  the  best  made  $10  gold  pieces  in  the  series.  A  landmark  and  most  spec¬ 
tacular  coin  for  the  rarities  connoisseur. 

In  1933,  Franklin  Roosevelt  assumed  leadership  of  a  nation  in  despair.  Banks  were  closing  across  the  country.  Among  the  country's  myriad 
problems,  commodity  price  deflation  had  driven  many  Americans  to  the  point  of  desperation.  One  strategy  Roosevelt  adopted  in  an  attempt 
to  address  the  commodity  price  problem  was  a  year-long  manipulation  of  gold.  Fie  would  attempt  to  induce  inflation,  thus  raising  prices, 
particularly  commodity  prices.  Roosevelt's  strategy  moved  through  three  phases. 

Immediately  upon  assuming  office,  Roosevelt  instructed  the  U.S.  Treasury  to  cease  honoring  requests  from  Americans  to  exchange  their 
paper  dollars  for  gold.  This  was  the  first  step  in  removing  America  from  the  gold  standard.  Dollars  would,  he  hoped,  remain  in  circulation 
and  be  available  for  commodity  purchases.  With  prices  continuing  to  drop,  however,  the  President  convinced  Congress  to  make  unenforce¬ 
able  all  contract  clauses  calling  for  payment  in  gold,  a  common  payment  requirement  in  both  government  and  private  contracts  of  the  time. 
This  would  reduce  pressures  upon  the  Treasury  to  release  more  gold  into  the  economy.  Prices  continued  to  fall.  In  a  final  attempt  to  mitigate 
the  country's  economic  depression  through  gold  manipulation,  Roosevelt  and  his  advisors  tried  to  circumvent  market  forces  by  personally 
manipulating  the  price  that  the  U.S.  Government  would  pay  to  buy  gold  still  in  circulation.  By  driving  up  gold's  value,  the  Administration 
hoped  to  pull  the  metal  from  the  marketplace,  to  be  replaced  by  paper  currency.  By  January  1934,  Roosevelt  had  revalued  the  gold  price  to 
$35  an  ounce  from  the  $20.67  it  had  been  before  (From  "Gold  Follies  of  1933.") 

Now,  on  to  the  coin:  Following  its  huge  mintage  of  4,463,000  pieces  in  1932,  attesting  to  the  panic  hoarding  then  going  on,  the  Philadelphia 
Mint  opened  1933  with  a  decent  supply  of  312,500  eagles  in  January  and  February.  A  few  of  these  coins,  perhaps  30-40  pieces,  wore  legalh 
released  through  ordinary  channels  at  this  time.  The  aforesaid  presidential  order  concerning  gold  withdrawals  not  only  arrested  gold  coin 
production,  but  drove  the  Philadelphia  Mint  to  melt  all  residual  1933  eagles.  Fewer  than  30  came  to  light  in  an  east  coast  hoard  circa  1952, 
according  to  sources.  Although  a  few  more  individual  specimens  have  since  turned  up  in  French  and  Swiss  banks,  the  1933  still  holds  top 
honors  as  the  rarest  Indian  eagle  in  all  grades.

The  mint  at  San  Francisco  opened  for  business  in  1854  in 
response  to  the  influx  of  gold  bullion  from  California's 
Sierra  Nevada  mother  lodes.  From  the  gold  discovery 
made  in  1848  until  the  mint  opened,  a  number  of  private 
mints  operated  in  this  part  of  the  state.  Much  of  the  issue 
from  San  Francisco  went  east  through  various  means  to  sat¬ 
isfy  the  requirements  of  commerce  and  for  use  as  export. 
Double  eagles  that  stayed  behind  in  California  were  used  a 
currency  since  the  state's  residents  shunned  paper  money 
of  any  kind.  This  is  the  main  reason  why  most  double 
eagles  are  found  circulated  (often  heavily  so)  and  only 
rarely  in  fresh  mint  condition.  The  Mint  State  64  offered 
here  is  quite  naturally  among  the  finest  in  existence.  Per¬ 
haps  only  a  few  thousand  frosty  original  coins  exist  out  of 
the  original  mintage  and  trace  to  the  shipwreck  of  the  pas¬ 
senger  liner  S.  S.  Central  America,  which  floundered  off  the 
East  Coast  in  a  storm  late  in  1857.

The  Gold  Panic  of  1869:  A  famous  gold  market  "corner"  took  place  on  Wall  Street  on  a  Friday  in  the  autumn  of  1869.  Two  cunning  speculators, 
Gould  and  Fisk,  parleyed  their  "position”  in  gold  into  a  near  corner.  They  would  have  succeeded,  too,  had  not  President  Grant  instructed  his 
Treasury  Secretary  to  release  some  of  the  government's  gold  into  the  market  to  stem  the  buying  frenzy.  Prices  in  the  metals  markets,  which 
had  gone  to  a  premium  of  42%  over  par  during  the  heat  of  the  action,  plummeted.  And  it  took  many  months  for  international  trade  to  return 
to  normal  afterwards.  The  Could-Fisk  manipulation  would  go  down  in  the  history  books  under  the  name  of  Black  Friday.

Events  during  1872  were  pretty  much  akin  to  what  took  place  in 
1998-2000,  at  least  in  the  world  of  finances.  The  "cheap  money" 
which  arose  out  of  the  American  Civil  War  enabled  savvy 
investors  to  buy  up  railroads  and  other  companies,  then  inflate 
their  stock  and  bond  prices.  A  building  boom  accompanied  the 
stock  boom;  railroad  mileage  grew  by  leaps  and  bounds;  land 
speculation  was  rife. 

In  the  political  cauldron  associated  with  this  cheap  money,  all 
sorts  of  interesting  things  were  brewing  underneath  the  surface 
of  the  Grant  administration.  The  Credit  Mobilier  scandal  came 
frothing  to  a  head.  And  the  waves  were  still  sloshing  through 
Wall  Street  from  Fisk  and  Gould's  1869  corner  of  the  gold  mar¬ 
ket.  Meanwhile,  out  West,  four  powerful  men  were  divvying  up 
the  state  of  California  into  political  fiefdoms.  Amid  such  churn¬ 
ing  and  industrial  growth,  this  delightful  1872  San  Francisco 
Double  Eagle  entered  the  world.  One  wonders  what  stories  it 
would  tell  if  only  it  could  speak?

I  he  fields  are  deeply  mirrored  trom  hav  ing 
been  struck  struck  by  the  polished  dies,  giving  everything  a  glowing  abundance,  watery  smoothness.  The  strike  is,  as  expected,  razor-sharp, 
and  even  the  closest  inspection  fails  to  divulge  any  areas  of  incompleteness.  Liberty's  hair  waves  are  crisp  and  radiant,  with  the  coronet  pearls 
well  detailed.  These  same  devices,  and  their  accompanying  legends,  are  heavy  with  mint  frost  -  cameo-frost  -  and  against  the  fields,  they 
shimmer  in  a  way  that  has  drawn  generations  of  numismatists  to  Proof  gold  collecting.  Lovely  orange-to-reddish  gold  color  emanates  from 
both  sides  as  the  viewer  rotates  the  coin  under  a  lamp.  There  are  no  hairlines  or  toning  spots  to  describe.  For  purposes  of  identification,  we 
note  a  couple  of  faint,  as-made  lintmarks:  in  the  field  between  Liberty's  neck  and  star  1;  between  star  4  and  the  bridge  of  Liberty  s  nose;  and  a 
very  slight  planchet  flaw  in  the  field  before  her  chin.  The  coin  is  a  true  numismatic  delicacy,  a  prize  find  for  any  well-heeled  buyer  who  con¬ 
templates  owning  only  the  finest  and  rarest  numismatic  treasures!

How  to  explain  the  so-called  "orange  peel"  surface  on  America’s  Proof  gold  coins?  After  the  dies  are  hubbed  and  the  date  is  applied,  the  die  is 
given  multiple  polishes  with  progressively  finer  and  finer  polish.  The  last  polish  given  to  the  dies  prior  to  being  hardened  gives  the  field  a 
surface  quite  like  a  mirror.  This  is  the  deepest  mirror  attainable  on  the  dies.  When  the  die  is  hardened,  the  metal  shrinks  slightly  creating  a 
wavy  effect  on  the  polished  surfaces.  It  looks  somewhat  like  the  surface  of  an  orange.  When  you  see  orange  peel  on  a  Proof  issue  like  this  1902 
$20  you  can  be  sure  that  it  is  one  of  the  first  examples  struck  from  those  dies.  Later  polishing  to  the  already  hardened  dies  will  produce  a  flat¬ 
ter  and  shallower  mirror.

which  are  slightly  reflective.  Charles  Barber  was  the  Mint  Engraver  when  the  U.S.  government,  at  the  behest  of  Theodore  Roosevelt,  con¬ 
tracted  with  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens  to  prepare  designs  for  the  proposed  new  $20  gold  coin.  It  was  Barber  who  supervised  Proof  MCMVI1 
High  Relief  double  eagle  production.  Some  Proofs  were  later  sold  out  of  Barber's  estate.  The  Mint  undoubtedly  struck  other  pieces  for  presen¬ 
tation  purposes,  probably  at  several  different  times  throughout  the  final  two  months  of  1907  (Saint-Gaudens  had  died  in  August  1907.) 


According  to  sources,  unlike  the  circulation  strike  High  Relief  double  eagles  minted  with  the  Roman  Numerals  date,  which  received  three 
impressions  from  the  dies  (some  say  up  to  five),  apparently  the  Proofs  were  struck  seven  times  by  dies  inserted  into  the  Mints  hydraulic 
medal  press  in  order  to  bring  the  features  up  to  full  detail.  Many  of  the  diagnostics  of  this  beautiful  issue  in  Proof  are  never  found  on  the 
pieces  meant  for  circulation. 


The  present  Proof  reveals  random  die  polish  lines  (as  prepared)  in  the  fields.  The  grade  confirms  it  as  one  of  the  finest  I  roof  High  Relief  dou¬ 
ble  eagles  certified,  and  it  is  solidly  within  the  top  examples  known  for  the  issue.  Both  sides  exhibit  gorgeous  sui  faces  and  color,  bold  devices, 
no  marks  of  any  kind,  and  aesthetic  appeal  that  leaves  all  others  back  in  the  dust.  Both  the  obverse  and  the  reverse  are  silent  on  the  subject  of 
bothersome  spots  or  discolored  toning,  a  fact  that  one  expects  for  the  grade.  Every  element,  every  intricate  feature  of  the  design,  is  crisply 
made,  and  the  overall  strike  is  for  all  intents  and  purposes  full.  This  is  truly  a  superb  representative  of  Saint-Gaudens  High  Relief  $20  in  Proof 
condition  and  is  identified  by  the  NGC  serial  number  on  the  holder:  191009-001.  Pop  4;  4  finer. 


Historic  note:  In  the  summer  of  1907,  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens,  who  had  been  in  failing  health  for  some  time,  took  a  turn  tor  the  worse,  and  in 
August  he  died.  Ironically,  he  never  lived  to  see  examples  of  his  own  double  eagle  design.  After  President  Roosevelt  had  been  appeased  by 
the  striking  of  11,250  High  Relief  coins  and  an  unknown  number  of  Proofs  of  the  same  Type,  the  Mint  obtained  permission  to  revise  its 
design,  wherein  the  relief  was  lowered  drastically,  the  Roman  numerals  purged  from  the  obverse,  and  more  familiar  numeral  punches  used 
in  their  place.  This  was  amenable  to  high-speed  production  and  from  then  to  the  end  of  the  series  in  1933  Double  Eagles  were  so  made. 


oday,  the  MCMVII  issues  of  1907  are  highly  cherished  by  collectors  and  are  among  the  favorites  in  all  American  numismatics.  I  roots  are  the 
reme  de  la  creme  of  the  year.  It  came  as  no  surprise,  then  when  the  Treasury  Department  proposed  issuing  new  gold  bullion  corns  in  1986, 
o  finer  design  could  be  devised  than  to  recreate  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens'80-year-old  masterpiece.  The  mint  even  incorporated  the  Roman

As  was  true  of  the  1907  Indian  designs  for  the  $10  gold  Eagle,  the  present  Saint-Gaudens-inspired  masterpiece  was  the  end  product  of  Presi¬ 
dent  Theodore  Roosevelt's  orchestration  with  the  most  famous  American  sculptor  at  the  time.  As  originally  envisioned,  the  mint  would  redo 
the  entire  spectrum  of  American  coinage  from  the  lowly  bronze  one-cent  piece  through  the  noble  golden  double  eagle.  In  correspondence. 
Saint-Gaudens  felt  the  1857  Flying  Eagle  cent  was  the  finest  motif  found  on  any  American  coin,  which  is  probably  the  reason  he  chose  a  simi¬ 
lar  eagle  for  his  High  Relief  $20  gold  reverse.

These  were  coined  on  the  largest  press  then  available,  the  Mint's  medal  press  using  hydraulic  pistons  to  drive  the  dies,  with  maximum  pres¬ 
sure  to  bring  up  the  "high"  relief  cut  deeply  into  the  hardened  die  steel.  Not  just  one  strike,  but  many  were  essential  to  fully  complete  the 
minute  details  on  Liberty's  head,  hand  and  the  tops  of  the  eagle's  wing  features.  As  seen  here,  the  coin's  devices  jump  right  ott  the  surfaces,  or 
so  it  seems. 


Examining  the  towering  rendition  of  Lady  Liberty  is  like  observing  Switzerland's  Matterhorn  when  compared  to  normally  struck,  post  high- 
relief  coins  of  this  denomination.  Collectors  needn't  be  reminded  that  the  High  Reliefs  were  basically  experimental  pieces,  and  required  sur¬ 
mounting  several  challenges  to  remain  true  to  Saint-Gaudens  stylistic  design.  Success  was  complete,  as  viewed  here,  but  at  a  price.  Only  a 
few  Proofs  were  made  before  the  high  relief  devices  were  greatly  reduced  to  a  more  high-speed-production  friendly  lower  relief  coin. 


While  we  haven't  seen  all  of  the  other  Proof  65s  graded  by  NGC  in  this  illustrious  condition,  we  may  assume  that  they  are  equally  magnifi¬ 
cent  specimens.

On  the  edge  in  raised  letters  is  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM  with  stars  separating  the 
words. 

The  High  Relief  Roman  Numerals  pieces  have  been  treasured  for  decades  by  numismatists  and  art  connoisseurs  for  their  imaginative  theme 
as  well  as  the  prestige  that  owing  one  confers.  Fortunately,  enough  first-rate  Gems  were  saved  to  afford  today's  well-established  buyers  a 
constant  stream  of  coins  in  this  grade.  When  a  gorgeous  gem  such  as  the  present  example  gets  the  call  from  the  auctioneer,  the  level  of  excite¬ 
ment  in  the  room  begins  to  rise,  since  many  bidders  desire  the  finest  pieces  for  their  collections.

Those  who  have  yet  to  make  an  acquaintance  with  a  Matte  Proof  double  eagle  should  know  that  this  is  truly  an  impres¬ 
sive  example  of  the  Type.  As  referred  to  below  in  our  background  narrative,  1908  is  the  first  year  made  available  to  collectors  with  the  matte 
finish  in  this  large  $20  format.  There  are  no  surface  flaws  we  can  detect  and  only  faint  hairline  or  two  in  the  fields:  everywhere  else  the  surface 
is  pristine,  indeed  virtually  "as  made"  and  therefore  superb.  Thus,  the  Proof  66  grade  of  this  coin  which  stands  head  and  shoulders  abo\  e  the 
few  others  seen. 


The  mint  struck  a  fair  number  of  Proofs  of  this  high  denomination  gold  coin  in  1908  in  anticipation  of  increased  sales  due  to  the  new  designs. 
All  were  issued  with  the  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  motto,  a  result  of  Congressional  response  to  criticism  of  the  action  taken  by  President  Roosevelt 
who  eliminated  the  motto  from  the  newly  designed  Saint-Gaudens  gold  pieces  in  1907.  Roosevelt  was  a  devoutly  religious  man.  He  objected 
to  seeing  the  name  of  the  deity  on  coinage,  and  had  the  courage  to  impose  his  convictions  on  the  mint  (and  thereby  on  the  American  public) 
In  1908,  there  were  two  sandblast  or  matte  finishes  used,  a  lighter  one  of  which  only  3  are  known  and  the  darker  finish  of  the  type  offered 
here.  This  piece  very  closely  resembles  the  lower  denomination  Proofs  of  1908  which  have  a  coarse-grain  finish.  Even  though  the  surfaces  are 
deeper  in  hue  than  seen  on  later  issues,  there  is  a  considerable  sparkle  of  the  sandblast  finish  that  is  visible  when  viewed  with  a  loupe. 

The  1908  Proof  is  the  first  year  of  the  1908-15  Proof  twenties.  And  though  it  is  true  that  it  is  the  date  most  frequently  offered  among  the  eight 
issues  in  this  very  rare  series,  an  early  writer  suggested  that  an  unknown  number  of  Proofs  were  melted  in  the  mint  as  unsold  on  January^, 
1909.  Published  estimates  of  the  number  actually  in  existence  today  range  from  as  few  as  15  to  25  (Bowers)  to  as  many  as  30  to  35  (Akers).  We 
believe  the  number  may  have  to  be  expanded  to  include  between  45  and  60  pieces  in  all  grades  known  today.  NGC  alone  has  graded  69 
Pieces,  according  to  its  latest  web  site  enumeration.  We  can  assume  many  of  these  are  either  resubmissions  or  so-called  cross-overs  with  more 
than  a  little  duplication  in  the  active  number  graded.

Breen  describes  the  1914  Proofs  as  having  a  "coarse  sandblast  finish."  Similar  to  1911  and  1912,  this  piece  has  slightly  larger  granularity  to  the 
finish  than  does  a  comparable  Proof  1913.  Millions  of  tiny,  diamond-sparkle  facets  comprise  the  sandblast  finish,  and  so  give  it  a  unique  spar¬ 
kle  which  is  almost  mesmerizing  when  viewed  under  low-power  magnification.  There  are  no  surface  flaws  that  we  can  discover  and  the 
sharp  detail  compares  favorably  with  the  crispness  seen  on  the  finest  examples  of  this  Type.  Considering  this,  as  well  as  the  irrefutable  eye 
appeal  of  the  coin,  the  Proof  66  grade  places  this  in  an  illustrious  group  of  high-end  specimens.  An  extraordinary  chance  for  the  advanced 
numismatist  to  acquire  a  rare  date  Matte  Proof  twenty  in  tip-top  condition.  Pop  9;  4  in  67, 1  in  68  (PCGS  #  9211) 

All  1914  Proofs  were  made  with  care.  They  were  struck  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  on  the  mint's  hydraulic  medal  press  to  insure  even  flow  into 
the  die  recesses,  and  a  bold  relief.  America's  sandblast  Proofs  (often  referred  to  as  "Matte"  finish  in  numismatic  literature)  resulted  from  some 
experimentation  in  1907  at  the  mint  after  it  was  discovered  the  earlier  mirror-finish  with  frosted  relief  quality  was  impossible  to  achieve  on 
Saint-Gaudens'new  design.  Owing  to  the  peculiarity  of  the  design  of  the  Saint-Gaudens  coins,  the  entire  planchet  is  struck  in  such  a  way  that 
the  whole  surface  of  the  coin  loses  the  brilliant,  polished  finish  so  much  valued  by  collectors.  The  net  result  was  that  the  coins  left  the  dies 
with  a  bright  or  satiny  appearance.  The  officials  at  the  Mint  decided  that  since  they  could  not  make  brilliant  Proofs,  and  wanted  something 
distinctive  for  collectors,  they  would  sandblast  the  finished  coins.  One  reason  the  sandblast  surface  was  considered  too  radical  is  that  it  would 
prevent  the  Mint  from  putting  any  rejects  into  circulation.  The  few  remaining  sandblast  or  Matte  Proofs  of  1914  are  the  creme  de  la  creme  of 
numismatics  today.

The  low  Philadelphia  Mint  issuance  in  1913-15  may  be 
related  to  the  opening  of  the  12  regional  Federal  Reserve 
Banks,  which  took  place  towards  tne  end  of  1914.  Before 
the  newly  authorized  Federal  Reserve  System  could  begin 
operations,  it  had  to  acquire  a  large  amount  of  gold  in  the

The  census  no 
doubt  includes  some  duplication  between  them,  so  the  total  might  be  adjusted  downward.  This  attractive  MS64  is  one  of  the  best,  as  PCGS 
reports  only  13  this  high,  with  four  graded  higher!  Carefully  struck  for  the  date,  with  full  details  on  the  devices,  and  just  a  minor  scattering  of 
ticks  limiting  this  from  full  gem  status.  Identifiable  by  a  small  above  the  20  in  the  date  and  another,  among  several,  below  the  lowermost 
leaves  of  the  branch  in  Liberty's  outstretched  hand.

The  history  of  this  1920-S  issue  is  sad  but  interesting.  As  is  the  case  with  other  $20  gold  pieces  struck  during  the  Roaring  Twenties  and  early 
Thirties,  mainly  these  were  stored  in  bank  vaults  as  backing  for  checking  account  deposits  and  Gold  Certificates,  the  principal  hard  money 
back  then.  Gold  $20s  and  gold  bars  were  also  the  principal  export  medium  in  hard-money  specie  payments  for  imports.  People  have  forgot¬ 
ten  that  under  a  gold  standard  (which  ended  in  1933),  paper  money  and  checking  deposits  weren't  money  at  all  but  were  commonly  termed 
"money  substitutes"  or  "promised  money"  payable  on  demand  in  the  monetary  metal.  They  were  described  as  such  in  the  college  textbooks. 

All  went  fairly  well  but  with  emerging  distress  in  the  system  when,  at  the  depths  of  the  Great  Depression,  a  February  to  March  1933  banking 
panic  caused  the  Roosevelt  administration  to  withdraw  gold  from  circulation.  The  amount  withdrawn  is  estimated  at  $2.8  billion  (or  approx¬ 
imately.  $130  billion  at  today's  gold  price). 


Whatever  coins  resided  in  the  banks  and  at  the  various  sub-Treasury  buildings  around  the  country  were  transferred  to  the  government  s 
account.  In  their  place  were  issued  Series  of  1929  Federal  Reserve  Bank  Notes.  Numismatists  may  remember  these  from  their  brown  seal  and 
serial  numbers.  These  had  the  backing  of  The  Full  Faith  and  Credit  of  the  Government  instead  of  hard  assets. 


(Most  1920-S  twenties  that  weren't  exported  from  this  group  now  owned  by  the  government  were  melted  beginning  in  1937,  to  be  turned  into 
heavy  400-oz.  "Coin-Gold"  .900  Fine  bars  that  are  today  stored  in  such  depositories  as  Fort  Knox.  Gold  ownership  was  re-legalized  in  January

Broadly  speaking,  there  are  three  classes  of  double  eagles:  common  dates  (of  which  hundreds  of  thousands  are  known),  scarce  dates  (with  a 
few  hundred  to  a  couple  of  thousand  available,  but  not  always  seen  in  every  auction),  and  then  we  have  the  truly  rare  dates.  1921  exemplifies 
the  latter  class.  A  decidedly  low  mintage  of  528,500  pieces  was  produced  in  the  depths  of  the  short,  deep  post-VVorld  War  I  business  depres¬ 
sion.  Like  other  twenties  in  those  days,  most  of  the  1921  issue  was  kept  in  storage  in  U.S.  Treasury  vaults  and  presumably  melted  after  1933, 
with  only  a  few  score  reaching  actual  circulation.  Fewer  still  were  preserved  in  Mint  State  grades  (unlike  the  post-1929  rarities  which  all  tend 
to  be  in  Uncirculated  condition).

The  1929  opens  the  final  segment  of  the  Saint-Gaudens  double  eagle  series,  and  every  issue  from  this  year  through  1933  is  a  major  rarity. 
While  the  '29  is  the  least  rare  of  this  group,  it  is  still  a  coveted  key  date  whose  appearance  at  auction  is  an  occasion  of  note  among  specialists.

On  June  15,  1915,  the  first  octagonal  pieces  were  struck.  During  the  months  of  June,  July  and  August,  the  remaining  gold  fifties  were  coined. 
According  to  Arlie  Slabaugh,  after  the  first  62  round  fifties  were  coined,  the  dies  broke  in  striking  the  63rd  —  as  did  the  remaining  pairs  of  dies 
then  on  hand.  Coinage  had  to  be  delayed  until  more  dies  arrived  from  Philadelphia. 

The  authorizing  act  specified  3,000  fifties:  1,500  each  of  the  octagonal  and  round  types.  Sales  went  well  enough  to  convince  the  authorities  to 
strike  the  entire  authorization,  with  9  extras  reserved  for  assay  of  the  octagonal  type,  10  extras  of  the  round.  However,  the  high  prices  of  these 
coins  severely  limited  the  numbers  to  be  sold.  According  to  Exposition  price  lists,  a  single  $50  coin  could  be  had  for  $100,  but  this  price  enti¬ 
tled  the  buyer  to  the  half  dollar,  dollar  and  quarter  eagle  free  of  additional  charge.

Sixty  thousand  commemorative  half  dollars  were  coined,  of  which  34  were  reserved  for  assay.  Of  the  59,966  pieces  available,  27,100  were  sold 
and  32,866  were  destroyed  later  at  the  Mint.  25,034  gold  dollars  were  coined,  of  which  34  were  used  for  assay  and  the  balance  all  sold.  10,017 
$2.50  gold  pieces  were  struck,  of  which  17  were  used  for  assay,  leaving  10,000  available.  Of  these  10,000  there  were  6,750  sold  and  the  rest, 
3,250  pieces,  were  melted. 

There  were  1,509  of  the  octagonal  $50  pieces  made,  of  which  nine  were  used  for  assay,  646  were  actually  sold  and  854  went  to  the  melting  pot.

The  $50  octagonal  ’slug,"  was  a  golden  bastion  of  California  commerce  during  the  first  years  of  Statehood.  Such  pieces  were  used  in  large 
transactions,  being  the  coin  of  choice,  since  the  locals  were  repulsed  by  "paper"  money  (Paper  money  was  made  illegal  in  the  state  under  the 
Constitution  of  1850.) 

The  octagonal  $50  slugs  were  last  made  in  1852,  after  which  the  Assay  Office  closed;  but  the  slugs  themselves  continued  in  use  for  many  years 
thereafter.  Often,  they  found  their  way  to  the  various  federal  mints,  where  they  were  melted  into  bullion,  then  refashioned  into  federal 
denominations.

When  the  Gold  Rush  began,  California  was  a  peculiarly  lawless  place.  On  the  day  when  gold  was  discovered  in  1848  at  Sutter's  Mill,  Califor¬ 
nia  was  still  technically  part  of  Mexico,  under  American  military  occupation  as  the  result  of  the  Mexican-American  War.  With  the  signing  of 
the  treaty  ending  the  war  on  February  2, 1848,  California  became  a  possession  of  the  United  States,  but  it  was  not  a  formal  "territory"  and  did 
not  become  a  state  until  September  9, 1850.

Gold  rush  anecdote:  Bumper-to-bumper  highway  congestion  isn't  just  a  modern  phenomena.  Rush  hour  traffic  on  the  Oregon-California  trail 
during  1849  and  well  into  the  1850s  was  just  as  bad  —probably  worse.  The  image  of  a  lone  wagon  on  the  endless  prairie  is  largely  myth;  it's 
more  accurate  to  imagine  a  moving  city.  Many  reported  seeing  wagons  all  the  way  to  the  horizon  day  after  day  bringing  miners  or  their  fam¬ 
ilies  to  the  region  to  get  rich  in  the  California  gold  fields. 

Not  every  49er  used  the  Oregon  -California  Trail.  There  were  other  routes  to  gold  country  —  one  came  perilously  close  to  Antarctica!  Those 
who  did  not  want  to  endure  a  four  month  trek  across  the  continent,  traveled  to  California  by  ship.  Trouble  was,  there  was  no  direct  water 
route  to  the  west  coast.  So  a  ship  leaving  an  East  Coast  city  had  to  travel  all  the  way  to  the  tip  of  South  America  —  skirting  the  edge  of  the  the 
Antarctic  continent  —  before  heading  north  to  California.  It  was  a  difficult  trip  that  sometimes  took  a  complete  year.

According  to  the  Dr.  Donald  Kagin  reference  on  Territorial  Gold  pieces.  Count  Samuel  C.  Wass  and  Agoston  I .  Molitor  were  Hungarian 
compatriots  during  their  native  country's  war  for  independence.  Both  had  acquired  considerable  practical  knowledge  of  mining  and  all  its 
ramifications  at  the  celebrated  School  of  Mines  of  Germany,  and  they  had  subsequently  worked  the  mines  in  Hungary  before  they  were 
exiled  by  the  Austrians.  Wass  emigrated  to  California  in  October  1850;  Molitor  in  1851,  having  traveled  there  via  London. 

"Upon  arriving  in  California,  Wass  spent  three  months  exploring  the  mines  of  the  gold  regions.  The  detailed  report  of  his  findings  was  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  Alta  California  in  January  1851..."

The  firm  of  Clark,  Gruber  &  Co.,  Leavenworth,  Kansas 
bankers,  established  a  branch  in  Denver  following  discov¬ 
ery  of  gold  deposits  in  the  area  in  1859,  primarily  in  the 
mountains  to  the  west.  In  time,  the  firm  grew  to  become 
Colorado's  largest  mint,  an  operation  which  subsequently 
laid  the  foundation  for  the  government  mint  in  the  same 
city.

As  this  catalog  goes  to  press,  the  current  news  story  contin¬ 
ues  to  be  the  amazing  downfall  of  Bernard  Madoff  and  his 
elaborate  Ponzi  scheme.  President  Grant,  who  is  pictured 
on  this  note,  was  the  victim  of  what  was  perhaps  the  most 
famous  such  scheme  in  the  nation's  history.  After  Grant  left 
the  White  House  after  serving  two  terms  as  Chief  Execu¬ 
tive,  he  retired  to  New  York  City.  His  son,  Ulysses,  Jr., 
teamed  up  with  a  Frederick  Ward  to  found  a  Wall  Street 
banking  house  called  Grant  &  Ward.  Using  the  ex-Presi- 
dent's  popularity  as  a  front  for  convincing  investors  to  fund 
his  scheme,  Ward  bilked  the  naive  ex-President  and  his  son 
and  eventually  left  town  with  the  firm  holding  assets  of

ruined,  Grant  had  to  rely  on  the  generosity  of  people 
around  the  country  who  sent  him  money— some  with 
checks  written  for  "payment  for  services  rendered  in  ser¬ 
vice  of  our  Union,  1861-1865."  Grant,  who  had  stubbornly 
refused  to  write  his  memoirs  for  nearly  two  decades,  soon 
discovered  that  he  had  throat  cancer  and  decided  he  must 
finally  do  so  if  he  wanted  to  keep  his  family  from  being 
destitute.  After  receiving  an  advance  for  the  then  unheard 
of  sum  of  $250,000  from  Mark  Twain,  Grant  dove  headlong 
into  a  heroic  quest  to  finish  his  memoirs.
